CALIFORNIA  POINTS; 

Southern  California*        The  weather  has  continued  cool  to  cold,  and  rain 
has  fallen  abundantly.     It  is  reported  that  total  rainfall  for  the  season  to 
date  is  more  then  twice  as  much  as  for  last  season  to  the  same  date.  Heavy 
snows  in  the  mountains  are  piling  up  moisture  reserve  for  the  coming  year's 
irrigation.     Although  beekeepers  are  much  pleased  with  the  heavy  rainfall  they 
state  that  because  the  soil  on  mountain  slopes  where  sage  grows  is  not  deep  that 
rainfall  during  March,  April  and  May  is  an  even  more  important  factor  in  pro- 
ducing a  crop  of  sage  honey.     Some  sumac  reported  frozen.     On  warm  days  bees  are 
flying  freely,  but  so  far  honey  plants  have  not  advanced  very  much  because  of  the 
cool  weather.     Mustard  is  blooming  in  some  orange  groves  and  furnishing  pollen. 
Bees  will  be  raising  brood  soon.     Many  colonies  are  in  need  of  feeding,  and  con- 
siderable loss  of  bees  has  already  taken  place  due  to  starvation. 

Supplies  of  all  classes  of  honey  are  much  lighter  than  they  were  last 
year  at  this  time.     M0derate  supplies  of  Buckwheat-Sage  are  still  on  hand,  but 
Alfalfa  honey  in  the  Imperial  Valley  is  extremely  scarce.     Trading  is  .light  with 
few  price  changes.     Little  demand  reported  for  export  or  for  eastern  markets. 
Orange  honey  is  reported  very  dull,  partly  because  eastern  trade  is  taking  clover 
honey  in  preference  due  to  the  lower  cost.     Sales  by  beekeepers,  mostly  large  lots,

Central  California.      The  hills  are  getting  green  and  alfalfa  is  starting 
to  grow  as  a  result  of  the  heavy  rainfall  of  the  past  few  weeks.     Feeding  has 
been  necessary  in  many  apiaries  because  of  shortage  of  stores.     A  few  species 
of  eucalyptus  are  blooming  and  yielding  pollen,  but  in  some  places  eucalyptus 
trees  were  badly  frozen  as  a  result  of  the  late  freeze;  what  effect  the  recent 
cold  will  have  on  the  orange  honey  flow  is  uncertain.     Sales  reported  large  lots, 
Alfalfa-Cotton.  Light  Amber  4^-,  Light  Amber  Alfalfa  3^4.^5,many  beekeepers  hold- 
ing for  4£-5/,  White  Orange  Extra  Light' Amber  Mixed  Flowers  3§~4^«  More 
honey  is  being  sold;it  is  reported  than  during  previous  years  because  of  low 
prices  and  advertising  through  the  papers  and  over  the  radio.    Demand  has  been 
slow  for  beeswax  with  a  weak  market  and  little  trading'  reported.  Quotations 
have  ranged  11-14^  per  lb. 

Northern  California.      Bees  are  generally  in  good  shape,  beekeepers 
leaving  more  stores  than  usual  because  of  low  prices.     More  than  the  usual 
amount  of  rain  has  fall en , amounting  to  almost  floods  in  some  localities.  The 
weather  has  been  cool  to  cold  with  occasional'  snow  flurries  reported.  Heavy 
snows  reported  in  the  mountains  which  will  be  especially  valuable  for  next 
summer, as  early  snow  packs,  into  hard  ice.     Very  few  inquiries  reported  so  far.  for 
package  bees.     Few  almond  and  prune  orchardists  renting  bees  for  pollination 
because  of  very  low  prices  received  for  their  products.     Demand  for  honey  from 
Germany  and  Great  Britain  has  been  rather  slow,  but  local  demand  and  movement 
has  been  moderate.     The  market  is  reported  steady  to  slightly  stronger.  Sales

Wyo^ir^i.    Increased  snow  in  the  mountains  is  grr  tly  improving  prospects 
for  next  year.    Colonies  which  had  been  confined  to  the  hives  for  several  weeks 
were  able  to  fly  December  1*8  and  19 .    Many  beekeepers,  discouraged  over  low 
prices  and  short  crops,  have  not  packed  their  bees.    This  fact,  combined  with 
short  stores,  may  cause  heavy  losses  in  some  apiaries. 

Montana.  Although  it  has  been  exceptionally  cild  during  this  period, 
bees  in  the  cellars  remain  quiet.  Rain  has  fallen  in  the  western  part  of  the 
State,  but  Eastern  Montana  continues  very  dry. 

Idaho*    A  week  of  moderate  weather  hat:  followed  three  weeks  of  cold  rad 
allowed  be..;}  to  move  about  in  the  hives  and  do  some  flying.    Colonies  are  strong 
in  brood  and  young  bees  but  some  are  reported  short  of  stores. 

Utah.      Heavy  snowfall  in  the  mountains  is  improving  the  prospect  for 
next  year's  water  supply*    Although  the  blanket  of  snow  will  aid  soaewhat  in 
giving  bees  packed  out  of  doors  added  protection,  beekeepers  fear  that  many 
colonies*  entered  the  winter  too  lisht  in  stores  to  survive  much  more  weather  as 
co? d  as  that  early  in  December*    Bees  packed  in  cellars  are  wintering  well,  "he 
weather  has  been  warm  enough  during  the  past  week  for  bees  to  fly. 

ARIZONA: 

Because  of  the  abnormally  cold  weather  bees  have  not  been  very  active  and  • 
this  condition  should  aid  in'  conserving  stores.     Stocks  of  alfalfa  honey  are 
light.    Local  honey  sales  have  increased  since  the  coming  of  cold  weather.

Southcentral  and  Southwestern  Texas.    3ees  are  reported  to  be  in  fine 
winter  condition.    3ainfall  has  been  abundant,  and  the  weather  so  mill  that 
horsemint  and  other  honey  plants  are  starting  to  grow.     It  has  been  warm  enough 
for  bees  to  fly.  nearly  every  day,  but  there  is  nothing  for  them  to  work  on  at  this 
time.

Connecticut.      Honey  is  said  to  be  moving  better  than  it  did  early  in 
the  season,  and  some  beekeepers  are  already  finding  it  necessary  to  buy  from 
others  to  supply  their  trade.

Forest  fires,  however, 
are  under  control  after  large  areas  of  bee  pasture  were  burned  over.    Bees  are 
flying  and  raising  brood  and  rapidly  consuming  their  winter  stores.    Chunk  honey 
is  reported  moving  more  slcwly  than  extracted  with  little  interest  in  either, 
except  for  local  sales,  reported.    New  cane  syrup  is  lessening  demand  for  honey.

Southern  Florida.      It  continues  very  dry  but  bees  are  gathering  6ome 
nectar  from  pennyroyal.    Little  demand  reported  for  honey,  with  sales  Amber 
extracted  in    60s  reported  at  6^  per  lb. 

Alabama.      Heavy  rains  have  improved  prospects  'or  next  year  and  the 
very  warm  weather  is  causing  bees  to  consume  a  great  deal  of  honey.    The  sale 
of  new  sugar  cane  syrup  at  50^  per  gallon  is  hurting  the  sale  of  honey. 
Occasional  sales  reported,  Light  Amber  extracted,  large  lots  small  pails  8£t 

chunk  honey  9^  per  lb. 

Louisiana.      Due  to  the  abnormally  warm  weather  bees  are  exceptionally 
active  and  are  consuming  stores  actively,    flhite  clover  is  beginning  to  bloom 
and  bees  are  finding  some  pollen.     Some  colonies  have  had  to  be  fed  already, 
and  neglected  colonies  may  suffer  heavy  losses.    The  mild  weather  is  curtailing 
the  demand.    Few  sales  reported  of  extracted,  ranging  ^0^^1.00  per  gallon,  with 
honey  in  ^lass  selling  up  to  lg£  per  lb. 

Mississippi.      Here  also  the  supply  of  cane  syrup  on  the  market  is 
cutting  into  the  demand  for  honey.     Stores  are  being  used  h.avily  on  account 
of  the  unusually  warm  weather.  '  Sales  of  extracted  in  small  pails  reported 
at  10^  pe  r  lb. 


SU]£LIHY 

The  abnormally  warm  weather  has  continued  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  country 
and  has  spread  over  the  western  half  of  the  United  States  during  the  last  week  of 
the  month.'   For  the  week  ending  December  2S,  temperatures  averaged  24"  above  normal 
in  a  small  area  in  the  vicinity'  of  Sioux  City,  with  plus  temperatures  for  the  week 
of  10°  "or  above  extending  over    fully  half  of  the  United  States.    Rainfall  has  been 
heavy  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  with  snow  covering  the  mountains,  and  much  of  the  • 
country  has  had  sufficient    rainfall  to  bring  honey  plants  along  in  good  shape. 
Littlo  snow  reported  east  of  the  Rockies.    Bees  have  been  able  to  fly  occasionally 
even  in  the  Red  River  Valley,  and  except  where  stores  are  too  light  should  come 
through  the  winter  in  good  condition.     Naturally  consumption  of  stores  has  been 
heavy,  and  starvation  may  be  heavy  if  bees  are  not  fed. 

Demand  for  large  lots  of  honey,  or  for  honey  for  export,  continues  liJtt, 
but  local  demand  is  sufficiently  good  so  that  many  beekeepers  have  already  ex- 
hausted their  stocks  of  honey  and  are  buying  from  others  to  fill  orders.     In  the 
Mountain  States  low  prices  are  resulting  in  an  increase  in  the  retail  sale  of  honey 
in  the  60-lb.  cani    Comb  honey  appears  to  be  selling  less  actively  than  extracted* 
especially  where  not  carefully  graded  and  wrapped.     In  the  Southeastern  States 
the  presence  of  new  cane  syrup  at  low  prices  la  affecting  the  demand  for  honey.

CALIFORNIA  POINTI': 

Southern  California.      The  weather  has  been  warmer  and  mostly  clear. 
Rain  ha"  fallen  on  several  clays,  however,  and  the  ground  is  now  to  11  soaked  with 
moisture.    Deep-rooted  nectar— secreting  plants  have  benefitted  greatly, 
particularly  the  black  or  but: on  sage,  which  is  making  fine  growth  and  may  bloom 
early.     Manzanita  is  blooming  well  in  the  lower  altitudes  and  is  reported 
promising  in  higher  altitudes.     Mountain  mahoghany  has  been  killed  in  some 
sections  by  frost,  and  in  lowlands  some  sumac  has  been  affected  by  the  cold. 
Orange  groves  are  in  prime  condition-,  rape,  eucalyptus,  white  mustard  and  wild 
goosberries  are  in  bloom,  and  broodrearing  has  started.     Bees  with  sufficient 
stores  are  in  normal  condition,  but  where  stores  are  scanty  many  colonies  are 
weak. 

Ihe  abundant  rainfall  so  far  this  season  leads  all  factors  to  expect  a 
large  honey  flow  during  the  coming  season.     Becaure  of  this  fact  beekeepers  are 
showing  a  greater  tendency  to  move'  stocks  on  hand  and  the  market  has  taken  on  a 
weaker  tone.     Orange  honey  is  especially  weak,  partly  because  the  low  prices 
for  Intermountain  and  Hawaiian  honeys  have  reduced  the  demand  for  orange  honey 
and  partly  because  stocks  are  relatively  large.    Very  little  European  demand  is 
in  evidence,  and  eastern  demand  is  principally  for  the  darker  honeys,  but  local 
buyers  have  been  more  active  recently.

Central  California^     Rainfall  hasVpontinued  in  volume  and  generous 
additions  were  made  to  the  mountain  snow  pack,  until  in  some  parts  of  the  Sierras 
the  largest  snowpack  of  recent  years  has  been  accumulated.     The  stream  flow  has 
not  been  increased  noticeably,  as  most  of  the  rainfall  was  absorbed  by  the 
ground.     Spring  grasses  have  made  their  appearance,  and  although  cold  weather 
has  retarded  honey  plants  the  rainfall  should  bring  on  an  early  flow.

Northern  California.      Recent  heavy  rains  have  not  only  brought  rainfall 
above  normal  but  have  raised  streams  to  the  flood  stage,  so  that,  beekeepers  in 
lower  river  areas  are  moving  bees  to  higher  ground.     Ihe  heavy  rains  and  warmer 
weather  have  been  favorable  to  thistle  and  other  plants.     Eucalyptus  and  willow 
are  in  bloom  and  manzanita  is  blossoming  at  the  higher  elevations.     The  bud  set 
of  manzanita  indicates  an  exceptionally  heavy  blossoming,  but  most  of  it  is  apt 
to  be  too  early  for  bees  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  nectar.     A  fairly  good 
bloom  from  almond  and  other  orchard  trees  is  indicated.

Many  districts  are  said  to  have  more  moisture  in  the  ground  and  in  storage  than 
for  many  years,  indicating  good  alfalfa  and  sweet  clover  growth.  Beekeepers 
are  selling  Alf alf a-Sweet  Clover  extracted  at  around  5§~5  J>/k<*  per  lb.

INCREASING  APICULTURE  IN  SWITZERLAND  AND  ITS 

J?  EFFECT  ON  THE  HONEY  MARKET

Bee-farming  is  steadily  increasing  in  this  ceuntry.    according  to  the  last 
census  of  April  1931,  there  are  29g,24g  bee-hives  in  Switzerland,  which  is  an  in- 
crease of  73.212  hives  over  the  191.1  census'  and  of  121,123  over  the  first  census 
taken  in  1376. 

On  a  per  capita,  basis  it  is  stated  that  the  distribution  averages  between  one 
and  two  bee-hives  per  Swiss  farm.     That  this  average  is  extremely  high  is  seen  from 
the  fact,   that,  in  Austria,   only  about  50  per  cent  of  all  the  farms  keep  one  or  two 
bee-hives,  while  Germany's  average  does  not  reach  30  per  cent. 

Imported  honey,  which  is  used  for  the  large  chocolate  and  candy  industry,  is 
much  cheaper  than  that  which  is  exported. 

It  is  estimated  that  about  2,500,000  pounds  of  pure  honey,  of  a  very  high 
quality,  are  produced  .annually  in  Switzerland,  of  which  the  greater  part  is  con- 
sumed by  the  hotel  industry,   so  that  the  exports  of  Swiss  honey  are  very  small.

SUMMARY 

A  cold  wave  swept  over  the  entire  country  at  the  close  of  this  period,  but 
'previously  temperatures  were  abnormally  high  over  the  Eastern  half  of  the  country 
and  in  the  Northwest,  with  severe  winter  weather  over  considerable  areas  in  the 
Western  portion  of  the  country.    Rains  were  frequent  and  heavy  in  the  lower  Ohio 

and  Mississippi  Valleys  and  in  the  Pacific  Northwest,  and  snowfall  was  heavy 
over  much  of  the  Plains  with  some  increase  in  snow  cover  in  the  Mountain  and 
Pacific  Coast  States.     The  fall  of  rain  and  snow  continued  in  California,  and 
precipitation  in  that  State  so  far  this  season  has  been  the  heaviest  for  many 
years  through  this  period.     With  the  continued  warm  weather  in  the  Fast  uncertainty 
regarding  the  condition  of  colonies  has  increased,  and  it  appears  certain  that  not 
only  will  much  feeding  be  necessary  but  that  excessive  activity  on  the  part  of 
the  bees  is  likely  to  result  in  many  weakened  colonies  when  Spring  comes  on. 
Freezing  and  thawing  may  have  damaged  some  honey  plants  at  the  close  of  this 
period  but  previously  the  condition  of  such  plants  as  had  survived  was  excellent. 

Wholesale  demand  ,f or  honey  has  been  light  during  this  period,  although 
local  demand  keeps  up  fairly  well  in  many  sections.     Shocks  of  honey  are  generally 
light  for  this  season  of  the  year,  except  in  the  Southeast  where  considerable 
honey  remains  unsold  and  where  a  substantial  carryover  is  possible.  Elsewhere 
stocks  are.  cleaning  up  in  fairly  good  shape.     Price. .changes  have  been  unimportant, 
except  where  the  beekeepers  have  found  it  necessary  to  sell  at  whatever  price  they 
could  get  in  order  to  secure  money  to  take  care  of  outstanding  obligations.  Demanc 
for  export  and  from  large  bottlers  has  been  light.     Demand  from  bakers  increasing, 
and  this  has  been  responsible  for  lessening  stocks  of  Araber  honey  in  some  areas.

Beekeeping  in  Russia  has  always  been  of  a  very  primitive  character. 
Statistics  from  Soviet  sources  indicate  that  in  1910  there  were  about  1, 193 » 000 
frame  hives  and  about  5fll6,000  "ordinary"  hives,  from  which  the  total  production 
is  indicated  to  have  been  33, 116  tons.     Data  on  honey  pr oduction . in  the  USSR  since 
the  war  are  very  scanty,  out  Soviet  s:  urces  state  that  production  in  1923/24 
amounted  to  about  24,000  tons,  of  which  approximately  two- thirds  was  commercial 
production,  i.e.  sold  on  the  market;  one-third  is  estimated  to  have  been  consumed 
by  beekeepers  themselves. 

While  additional  statistics  do  not  appear  to  bo  available,  it  is  indicated, 
again  by  S0viet  sources,  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  beekeeping  in  recent 
years  and  that  a  further  expansion  is  to  be  expected.    Reports  from  European  and 
Russian  sources  state  that  Russian  honey  has  been  finding  a  relatively  good  market 
in  Western  Europe,  and  this  fact,  coupled  with  the  definite  plans  reported  by  the 
Russian  press  for  the  extension  of  beekeeping  in  conjunction  with  the  setting  out 
and  expansion  of  fruit  orchards  (for  pollenization  purposes) .  is. expected  to  lead 
to  a  larger  honey  output  in  the  future. 

Russian  exports  of  honey  are  stated  to  have  developed  considerably  since 
the  war,  with  Siberian  white  lime  honey  finding  a  particularly  good  market.  This 
variety  appears  to  compete  very  successfully  with  high  quality  Guatemala  honey. 
Honey,  further,  is  exported  from  Ukraine,  and  Russia  proper,  as  well  as  from 
Siberia.     lo'cal  exports  of.  honey  from  Russia  for  the  economic  years  1929/30  and 
192S/ 29  (October  1  to  September  30)  were  as  follows:

CALIFORNIA  POINTS: 

Southern  California.     Recent  heavy  rains  in  Southern  California  have 
"brought  the  total  rainfall  to  date  far  above  normal.     The  weather  has  recently 
been  somewhat  warmer,  but  previous  subnormal  temperature  not  only  retarded  the 
growth  of  the  main  honey  producing  plants  but  freezes  lessened  the  chances  of 
manzanita  blooming  in  some  sections  and  damaged  black  cage  plants  in  the  low- 
lands.     Orange  blossoms  will  probably  be  late  because  of  the  cold,  and  this 
may  lessen  the  sage  crops  of  beekeepers  who  go  from  the  orange  flow  to  the 
sage.    Heavy  snowfall  in  the  mountains  insures  ample  supply  of  irrigation 
water  next  summer.     The  condition  of  bees  varies  from  fair  to  good  in  different 
sections,     Many  colonies  have  suffered  neglect  because  their  owners  are  dis- 
couraged at  prevailing  low  prices  of  honey.     The  probability  of  a  good  nectar 
flow  this  season  as  the  result  of  so  much  rainfall  is  having  a  depressing 
effect  on  the  market,  and  many  who  had  been  holding  for  higher  prices  are  now 
showing  le' s  inclination  to  hold.     Total  carryover,  however,  is  rather  lijit, 
and  Alfalfa  honey  is  practically  exhausted.     Beekeepers  reported  selling  at 
following  prices  in  ton  lots  or  more:  Orange,  Extra  White  White  5*5,5/^$$ 

few  higher,  extra  Li  Jit  Amber  k^;  Buckwheat- Sage ,  Light  A^ber  to  Extra  Light 
Amber  k~kz<£.    Beeswax  is  in  moderate  demand,  and  unchanged  at  10-12^  per  lb. 

C on zv a  1  C al  ifor ni g .    Rain  continues  to  fall,  with  heavy  snowfall  in  "the 
higher  altitudes.     Considerable  damage  was  done  in  the  Fresno  District,  where 
the  rainfall  was  exceptionally  heavy  and  the  rivers  overflowed  their  banks. 
The  ample  supply  of  moisture however,  gives  assurance  of  water  for  irrigation 
purposes  during  the  summer  months.     Wild  mustard  is  commencing  to  bloom  along 
the  Coastal  area,  and  bees  are  gathering  pollen  from  pussywillow.     Colonies  are 
reported  wintering  well. 

Northern  California.    Rains  in  the  valleys  and  snows  in  the  mountains 
are  still  copious,  and  soil  moisture  is  above  the  amount  at  this  time  for 
several  years  back,  with  many  streams  and  springs  now  flowing  which  were 
formerly  dry.    This  gives  a  favorable  prospect  for. nectar  secretion  the  coming- 
season.     Beekeepers  are  placing  bees  in  orchards  for  pollination  purposes  at 
q>1.00-1.50  per  colony  rental,  but  in  the  Hapa  Valley  a  serious  shortage  of  bees 
is  reported,  with  little  renting  practiced  because  of  lack  of  profit  in  fruit. 
The  number  of  bees  has  been  cut  down  because  of  low  returns  from  the  limited 
amount  of  honey  harvested  and  the  presence  of  the  poisonous    California  buckeye, 
which  has  been  particularly  harmful  through  the  previous  dry  years.     Sales  re- 
ported by  beekeepers  in  ton  lots:  White  Thistle  5j-6$£,  1  small  car  Extra 
Light  Amber  Thistle  'y-^;  Mixed  Thistle  and  Alfalfa '  3j-4jf;  Light  Amber  Alfalfa 
y^-h(p\  small  pails  White  extracted  9<*  per  lb.

Precipitation,  mostly  in  toe  form  of  rain  but  with 
some  snow,  has  been  frequent  during  this  period,  adding  to  the  previous 
abundant  soil  moisture.     Indications  point  towards  a  good  development  of  nectar- 
bearing  plants  for  the  coming  season.     Bees  have  been  wintering  well.  Stocks 
of  honey  reported  practically  cleaned  up.     There  is  a  firm  feeling  to  the 
market.     Sales  reported  of  White  Fireweed,  case  lots  ~J{  per  lb.,  small  pails 
9i£;  Dark  Amber,  ton  lot  k^J  per  lb. 

Eas_t_of .Cascades.     The  weather  has  recently  been  milder  but  previously 
it  had  been  cold  with  temperatures  below  normal  and  a. heavy  blanket  of  snow 
reported.     Some  districts  have  been  covered  with  snow  continually  since 
Thanksgiving.    Bees  have  had  one  or  two  recent  flights.     Moisture  to  date  has 
been  above  normal.     Honey  is  moving  fairly  well  with  comparatively  little 
remaining  unsold.

Consumption  of  winter  stores  has  been  normal,  hut  winter  starvation 
loss  will  be  high  in  some  sections  of  the  State  due  to  inadequate  stores  in  the 
fall. 

Wyoming.    Bees  have  been  confined  to  the  hives  for  a  long  time  because 
of  cold  wea.ther  but  in  some  sections  an  occasional  flight  has  been  possible 
recently.     Brood  is  already  stprting  in  some  of  the  hives.     The  amount  of  stores 
in  different  hives  is  irregular,  ranging  from  very  light  to  ample.     With  more 
snow  in  the  mountains  beekeepers  are  more  encouraged  about  crop  prospects  than 
they  were  a  year  ago. 

Montana.  3qOs  are  reported  in  good  condition  in  the  cellars.  It  is  said 
that  most  "beekeepers  will  not  replace  losses  by  starvation  with  package  bees  but 
will  make  increase  from  their  own  colonies.  More  snow  has  fallen  in  the  Western 
part  of  the  State,  out  Eastern  Montana  is  still  in  need  of  snow  covering. 

1 5 alio.     Snows  are  deep  in  the  wat:5r  sheds,  and  ample  irrigation  water  is 
assured.     Many  hives  are  drifted  over  with  snow,  but  the  added  protection  was 
beneficial  during  the  abnormally  cold  weather.    Beos  have  been  confined  to  the 
hives  without  flight  since  November. 

Utah.  More  snow  reported  than  for  years,  and  the  honey  plants  remaining 
from  Ifest  year  ls  drouth  should  do  well.  Bees  have  been  confined  to  the  hives  for 
three  months  end  beekeepers  are  disturbed 'about  possible  winter  losses. 

Nevada.  Eeavy  precipitation  reported  from  all  sections,  assuring  ample 
water  for  the  coming  year.  The  bees  are  short  of  stores  in  frequent  instances 
and  will  need  feeding. 

ARIZONA: 

The  weather  remains  -cold  and  honey  plants  are  not  vet  developing.  Recent 
rainfall  should  aid  in  bringing  on  a  good  bloom  of  early  flowers.    Very  little 
Alfalfa  honey  remains  unsold. 

S OUT HW5 S TBRM  STATLS:  "  ' 

Southcentral  and  Southwestern  Texas.    .  The  weather  concinues  warm  and  bees 
are  flying  whenever  the  sun  shines.     Rainfall  has  been  heavy  and  horsemint  and 
other  plants  should  'start  early.

Brood  is  reported  in  two.  to  seven  frames,  and  drones  are  present  in  many  hives. 
The  ground  moisture  appears  to  be  completely  restored,  and  a  heavy  accumulation 
of  snow  in  the  mountains  is  said  to  be  ample  to  fill  all  reservoirs.

Lower    '  priced  honeys 
are  selling  fairly  well,  but  little  demand  reported  for  Orange.     Stocks  of 
Buckwheat-Sage  are  moderate,  with  light  stocks  of  Orange  honey,  and  Alfalfa 
honey  almost  exhausted.     The  tone  of  the  market  is  weak  as  beekeepers  want  to 
clean  up  in  expectation  of  a  toin^iVcilS  Acrid  flow  this  season.     Few  sales  by 
beekeepers  reported,  ton  lots  or  more,  Buckwheat- Sage,  Li^ht  Amber  to  Extra 
Light  Anber  4-4^*,  some  held  higher-,  White  Orange  large  lots  ib.InquilT 
-for  beeswax  is  said  to  have  improved  slightly,  with  the  market-  unchanged  at 
10-12^  per  lb.  f.o.b.     However,  comb  foundation  manufacturers  have  fairly  ample 
supplies  on  hand. 

Central  California.       Streams  have  subsided  to  normal,   and  the  warm 
sunshine  of  the  past  few  days  is  promoting  a  rapid  development  of  no c tar-bear ing 
plants.    Many  colonies  starved  because  of  inadequate  winter  stores,  but 
surviving  colonies  are  new  building  up  on  manzanita,  wild  mustard  and  early 
deciduous  fruits.     Alfalfa  is  growing  nicely.     Broodrearing  is  about  three  weeks 
late.     Little  available  honey  of  any  kind,  and  stocks  of  alfalfa  are  nearly 
exhausted.     Few  sales  reported  of  Light  Amber  Alfalfa  in  small  lots  at 
3  3/V-1^  per  lb.,  and  with  a  few  beekeepers  reported  holding  for  higher  prices. 

Northern  California.      Following  the  coldest  February  in  years  the 
weather  has  moderated,  with  recent  temperatures  near  normal  for  this  period 
of  the  year.     Almond  trees  and  early  plum  are  blossoming  ten  days  late; 
apricots  and  peaches  will  soon  be  in  blossom.     The  weather  has  been  too  cold 
for  bees  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  blossoms  of  European  elm  and  chickweed. 
Alfalfa  and  thistle  plants  are  growing  well,  and  there  should  be  many  wild 
spring  flowers  this  year.     Many  colonies  have  been  moved  into  the  almond  and 
plum  orchards  for  pollination  purposes.     Shocks  of  Star  Thistle  honey  are 
moderate,  and  Alfalfa  supplies  are  light  and  available  only  in  small  lots. 
Star  Thistle  has  sold  at  5^-6j*  per  lb.  for  White,  5~5j^  per  lb.  for  Extra  Light 
Amber;  with  Light  Amber  Star  Thistle  and  Alfalfa  moving  at  3  3A-^  Per  lD* 
Beekeepers  reported  asking  14-15^  per  lb.  for  average  run  wax,  with  demand  said 
to  be  slow. 

PACIFIC  NQR.'HWEST:  . 

West  of  Cascades.    .  Heavy  rains  have  continued  to  fall  along  the  Coast, 
and  heavy  snows  in  the  mountains  near  the  Coast  apparently  assure  sufficient 
rainfall  for  plant  growth  during  the  coming  season.     The  cold  spell  appears  to 
have  broken  and  pussywillows  are  blossoming,  with  bees  flying  freely.  Fireweed 
honey  appears  scarce  and  this  honey  is  expected  to  be  cleaned  up  before  new  crop 
comes  on.     Shocks  of  other  honeys  are  in  fair  volume.     The  market  is  quiet. 
Sales  reported,  Light  Anber  and  Extra  Light  Amber  Fireweed  5^  per  lb.  ;  small 
pails  extracted  7-8  3/ 5V  per  lb. 

East  of  Cascades.      Bees  are  flying  actively  as  previous  low  temperatures 
have  moderated.  The  ground  is  well  soaked  and  more  moisture  is  available  for 
irrigation  than  for  many  years.     Some  weak  colonies  have  died  but  most  strong 
colonies    appear  to  be  in  good  shape.     Few  sales  White  comb  honey  reported  at 
^2.25  per  case. 
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Stocks  of  honey  are  lessening  in  all  sections,  and  coral)  honey  is.  in 
especially  light  supply."    Many  individual  beekeepers,  however,  still  have  honey 
on  hand.     Few  carlot  sales  reported,  "but  local  sales  continue  fairly  ^ood  and 
one  "beekeeper  reports  selling  twice  as  much  honey  locally  this  year    fj&g  usual.

Colorado.     The  warm  weather  has  brought  out  early  elms  in  the  eastern 
part    of  the  Sta"&e  and  bees-are  gathering  some  pollen  from  this  source.  A 
rather  heavy  loss  is  anticipated  in  the  Arkansas  Valley,  Tout  bees  in  the  north- 
ern and  western  parts  of  the  State  seem  to  have  wintered  fairly  well. 

Wyoming.     Recent  snows  assure  a  bettor  supply  of  water  for  irrigation 
than  for  several  years  past.     The  long,  cold  winter  has  "been  hard  on  bees,  and 
some  colonies  died  with  honey  in  the  hives. 

Montana.     Here  bees  are  said  to  be  in  unusually  good  condition  for  this 
period  of  the  year.     Precipitation  has  been  about  the  least  in  this  State  of  any 
of  the  Mountain  States. 

Idaho.     The  weather  has  recently  been  warm  enough  for  bees  to  have  a 
much-needed  flight.    Previously  there  had  been  little  or  not  flying  for  three 
months.     Losses  in  weakened  colonies  may  be  heavy,  and  it  is  reported  that 
holdings  of  many  beekeepers  will  lessen  as  they  do  not  plan  to  buy  packages  to 
make  up  their  losses.  . 

Utah.     The  abnormally  cold  weather  has  been  extremely  hard  on  bees,  but 
one  or  two  days  at  the  close  of  the  period  warmed  up  sufficiently  to  permit  the 
"bees  to  fly.     Shortage  of  stores  and  the  long  confinement  are  expected  to  re- 
sult in  ra!ther  heavy  losses. 

Nevada-     Heavy  snows  in  the  northern  and  central  parts  of  the  State 
assure  ample  water  for  the  coming  season,  while  rains  in  the  southern  part  of 
the  State  have  improved  prospects  for  a  flow  from  mesquite,  catsclaw  and 
huajillo.     Bees  are  wintering  well,  but  may  need  feeding. 

ARIZONA^ 

A  soaking  rain  has  increased  prospects  for  a  spring  honey  flow,  though 
the  season  is  late  'owing  to  the  prolonged  cold  spell.     More  rain  has  fallen 
in  the  Salt  River  Valley  than  for  a  dozen  years  in  the  winter,  and  recent  rains 
are  causing  flowers  to  blocm  in  the  desert.    Bladder  pod  is  reported  beginning 
zo  bloom.     Colonies  are  generally  in  good  shape  and  beekeepers  anticipate  much 
swarming.     Stocks  of  Alfalfa  honey  are  very  light.     Sales  reported  of  extracted 
Mesquite  at  5^  per  lb.  'in  60s,  S<p  per  lb.  in •  small  pails. 

S OUTHWE  STERN  STATE  S : 


Southcentral  and  Southwestern  Texas.     Bees  are  building  up  rapidly. 
Heavy  rains  have  fallen  which  should  insure  abundant  moisture  for  spring- 
blooming  vegetation.

SUMMARY 

The  abnormal  warmth  which  has  characterised  the  Eastern  part  of  the  countn 
for  the  past  three  months  has  again  been  in  evidence,   extending  west  to  the 
Central  Plains  and  Montana.     The  rest  of  the  West,  however,  has  been  colder  than^ 
normal,  especially  in  southern  Idaho,  Nevada  and  western  Utah.     Rainfall  has  been 
heavy  in  parts  of  the  South,  but  only  moderate  elsewhere.     Colonies  appear  to  be 
coming  throiigh  the  winter  with  lighter  losr.es  than  many  had  anticipated,  con- 
sidering the  activity  of  the  bees  during  the  winter.     Broodrearing  is  general, 
except  in  a  few  of  the  colder  areas,  and  is  far  ahead  of  normal. 

Demand  for  honey  appears  quieter  than  usual,  and  sales  are  generally  sL 
Most  of  the  business  appears  to  be  by  the  beekeeper  directly  rather  than  through 
the  wholesale  channels  of  trade.    -Honey  prices  have  shown  little  change  except 
where  beekeepers  have  accepted  lower  prices  in  order  to  clean  up  their  crop. 
Many  have  completely  sold  cut,  and  except  for  the  Southeastern  States  beekeepers 
appear  not  to  be  disturbed  about  the  possibility  of  a  carryover.

Honey  Is  produced  in  Belgium  in  the  Ardennes',  situated  in  the  'Provinces  of 
Ifomur  and  Luxemburg,  and  also  in • the  Campine which  covers "  chief ly  the  Provinces 
of  Antwerp,  the  northern  part  of  Limburg  and  a  small  portion  of  the  province- of 
Brabant.     It  is  also. produced  to  some  extent  in  Eastern  and  Western  Flanders.  A 
considerable  amount  of  honey  is  used  in  Belgium,  although  the  consumption  here  is 
much  less  than  that  in  Prar.ee,  Germany  and  Switzerland. 

\  Demand  ind  Uses  Tor  Honey  In _ Belgium.  The  home  supply  of  honey,  in  this 
country  is  no-t  sufficient  for  local  needs  and  the  demand  for  honey  from  abroad  is 
chiefly  supplied  by  the  United  States,  France  and  Holland.  For  the  first  eleven 
months  of  1931 »  natural  honey  was  imported  by  3elgium  from  these  three,  countries 
for  a  total  Value  of  $73,220,  as  against  a  value  of  $gL,508  in  1930.  The  United 
States  and  France  are  the  chief  exporters  to  Belgium,  of  this  product' and  smaller 
quantities  are  of  Dutch  origin.

Prospects  for  the  Importation  of  American  Honey.     A  considerable  proportion 
of  the  honey  imported  by  Belgium  is  of  American  origin  and  the  retail  trade  state 
that,  in  their  opinion,  there  may  be  prospects  for  the  new  American  exporter  for 
this  product  in  this  country*     It  would  appear,  however,  that  there  would  be 
greater  prospects  for  the  'sale  of  honey  already  potted  and  appropriately  labelled, 
ready  for  sale,  than  for  honey  despatched  in  bulk,  providing  that  the  quality  is 
equal  to  that  of  French  and  Belgium  honey  already  sold  here  to  such  a  great  extent 
for  table  use.     One  tradesman  states  that  he  received  a  few  consignments  of 
California  honey  in  stone  jars  and  also  in  barrels,  but  disposed  of  them

Certain  importers  would,' however,  be' ready  to  import  in  bulk,  pro- 
viding they  have  the  necessary  equipment  for  potting,  themselves,  or  for  .selling 
in  bulk  to  me.ss  consumers.  ; 

Credit  Terms.     Credits  for  the  sale  of  such  products  as  honey  rarely  exceed 
60  days  on  the  part  of  American  firms.     In  other  words,  payments. arc  made.  60  days 
a/ter  sight,  documents  against  acceptance.     Though,  in  rare  cases,  credits  up  to  90 
flays  may  be  extended,  a  period  of  60  days  is  the  usual  rule.

Southern  California. ^     Temperatures  generally  have  been  cool,  and  rain- 
fall has  been  restricted  to  occasional  showers.     The  condition  of  colonies 
shows  a  wide  range.     While  many  are  reported  on  the  verge  of  starvation,  others 
have  been  brooding  up  rapidly  on  manzanita  and  making  a  surplus.     A  few  colonies 
are  reported  ready  to  swarm.     The  weather  has  been  too  cold  for  bees  to  get  the 
most  benefit  from  manzanita  bloom,  and  the  cool  weather  has  held  back  develop- 
ment of  vegetation  until  plants  are  probably  10  to  20  days  late.     Bees  in  the 
Imperial  Valley  said  to  be  in  the  "best  condition  in  several  years. 

Although  moderate  supplies  of  Buckwheat-Sage  honey  are  still  in  hands  of 
the  beekeepers,  there  is  said  to  be  almost  no  Alfalfa  honey.     Supplies  of  Orange 
honey  are  lighter  than  they  were  at  this  time  last  year,  and  consist  largely  of 
Extra  Light  Amber  grade(with  some  Light  Amber  and  very  little  White.    As  "bee- 
keepers feel  that  the  honey  flow  'this  year  will  probably  be  heavy  they  are 
desirous  of  cleaning  up  old  crop  supplies  before  new  honey  comes  on.

Where  colonies  had  ample  supplies  and 
were  not  too  badly  weakened  from  spray  poisoning  last  year  they  have  come 
through  the  winter  in  pretty  good  shape,  though  some  beekeepers  are  finding 
mosses  heavier  than  expected.     The  soil  is  well  supplied  with  moisture  and  there 
is  ample  water  for  irrigation. 
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INTERMOtJNTAIN  REGION:' 

Little  inquiry  for  car  lots  reported  at  this  time,  though  local  .sales 
are  keeping  up  well.     However,  many  "beekeepers  are  completely  sold  out,  it  is 
reported,  and  some  ar  e  buying • fr om  other  beekeepers  to  fill  current  orders. 
Stocks  are  certainly  far  lighter  than  usually  remain  at  this  period  of  the  year. 
Several  cars, White  to  Extra  White  Sweet  Clover  and  Alfalfa  have  teen  sold  re- 
cently ^copaper  lb.,  few  k  3/k#,  Extra  Light  Amber  k^-kif,  Light  Amber  ^;  ton 
lots  and  less  White  $-6-|^ ,  few 'Tj^  per  lb.,  small  pails  White  7-S$,  few  9^  per 
lb.     Comb  honey  is  almost  exhausted,  with  few  sales  reported  at  $2. 60-3«00  per 
case,  according  to  grade  and  weight.     Little  demand  reported  for  beeswax  at  13- 
lk$  per  lb.  cash,  16^  per  lb.  -in  trade.     Details  by  .'States  follow: 

Colorado.      Prospects  have  improved  because  of  the  recent  snowfall, 
which  makes  it  appear  that  irrigation  water  will  be  -normal  and  that  the  soil 
will  hav&adequate  moisture  with  which  to  start  the  season.     Winter  losses  re- 
ported to" range  widely  from  light  to  heavy. 

Wyoming.     The  winter  has  been  hard  on  the  bees  though  it  is  too  early  • 
to  estimate  the  loss.     Snow  has  fallen  on  several  days  and  irrigation  water 
for  next  season  should  be  ample. 

Montana.     The  weather  has  been  very  severe,  ranging  to  30°  below  zero 
with  high  wind.     Bees  in  cellars  reported  contented,  though  si  ight  loss  re- 
ported from  starvation. 

Idaho.       Considerable  snow  reported  in  the  mountains,  indicating  plenty 
of  irrigation  water  during  the  coming  summer.      Before  the  recent  cold  spell 
most  bees  had  a  much-needed  flight ,  but  beekeepers  generally  expect  quite  a 
heavy  winter  loss. 

Utah.     An  abundance  of  show  in  the  mountains  assures  ample  water  for 
next  summer.     The  conditions  of  colonies  vary  widely.  1  In  some  localities  bees 
have  wintered  fairly  well  with  a  minimum  loss,  while  in  other  areas  losses 
have  been  quite  heavy,'  because  of  insufficient  or  poor  quality  stores  or 
inadequate  protection.     In  the  lower  valleys  bees  have  had  numerous  flights 
since  late  January  and  even  in  the  higher  altitudes  most  colonies  had  one  or 
two  flight  days  earlier  this  month.     Broodreafing  has  started,  with  some 
colonies  in  winter  cases  reported  having  brood  on  three  frames. 

Nevada.     Winter  losses  reported  irregular,  but  quite  heavy  in  some 
sections.     Remaining  colonies  will  'in  some  cases  have  to  be  fed  for  another 
month.    Rainy  weather  has  been  helpful  for  early  honey  plants. 

..ARIZONA:  '  : 

After  three  weeks  of  warm  weather  it  became  unseasonably  cold, which 
probably- chilled  early  brood.     H0ney  plants  are  developing  sldwly  but  the 
ample  moist-ore  in  the  soil  suggests  good  prospects  for  desert 'bloom  and 
mesquite.     Very  little  Alfalfa  honey  remains  unsold. 

SOUTHWESTERN  STATES:  :'  ' . 

Southcentral  and  Southwestern  Texas.     Snow  has  fallen,  which  is  very 
unusual  for  this  country  so  late  in -the  season.     The  recent  cold  spell  may  have 
damaged  catsclaw  which  was  beginning  to  bloom,  and  bctaji'llo  which  was  budding 
cr  in  bloom.

;will  be  of  benefit  if  not  of  too  long  duration.     Beekeepers  are  hopeful  of 
securing  some  honey  in  April,  but  the  main  flow  will  not  come  on  until  late  May 
or  early  Ju'ne. 


SUMMARY. 

Following  a  long-continued  period  of  abnormal  warmth  in  the  Eastern  part  of 
the  country  this  section  has  experienced  its  first  real  winter  weather.  The 
Mountain  States\have  also  had  a  period  of  extreme  cold.     Now  low  temperatures  for 
this  late  in  the  season  have  been  reported  from  numerous  sections.     The  effect  of 
this  unexpected  cold  wave  on  brood  which  in  the  East  was  unseasonably  developed  is 
uncertain )  though  of  course  the  brood  was  frequently  chilled  at  least. :  Where  not 
covered  by  snow  clover  plants  may  also  have  been  damaged  somewhat  by  the  cold 
weather.    Before  the  cold  spell,  most  bees  had  one  or  more  flight  days,  even  in 
the  coldest  sections.     Feeding  has  already  been  necessary  in  many  apiaries,  and 
mrny  colonies  will  doubtless  die  if  not  fed. 

Demand  for  honey  has  been  quiet  during  the  past  two  weeks  except  that  in  . 
some  sections  local  sales  have  been  well  maintained.     Many  beekeepers,  both  large 

and  small,  are  completely  sold  out  of  honey,  and  some  are  buying  to  supply 
their  customers.     Stocks  everywhere  except  in  the  Southeastern  States,  appear  to. 
be  exceptionally  light.     Prices  have  shown  little  change  during  this  period.

Bees  in  the  cellars  are  still  quiet,  and  well-packed  out- 
door bees  have  wintered  normally,  but  many  colonies  among  small  producers  are 
reported  to  have  starved.    High  winds  have  been  severe  and  the  weather  has  been 
cold. 

Idaho.  Cool,  cloudy  weather  has  retarded  the  activity  of  the  bees, 
though  temperatures  were  warm  enough  at  the  close  of  the  period  for  bees  to 
fly  occasionally. 

Utah.      Although  broodrearing  is  starting  actively,  bees  are  still  in 
winter  pack  and  no  attempt  will  be  made  to  take  them  out  until  the  weather  be- 
comes more  settled.    A  little  snow  and  considerable  rain  has  fallen  during  this 
period.     On  account  of  the  long  confinement  without  flight  in  the  upper  vdleys 
beekeepers  think  that  the  winter  loss  will  be  quite  heavy. 

Nevada.      Precipitation  has  been  heavy  and  prospects  are  good  for  a 
honey  crop  this  season.    Bees  are  in  fair  condition,  but  some  loss  reported  be- 
cause of  lack  of  food.

CALIFORNIA  POINTS:  •  •    '  : 

Southern  California.      The  recent  weather  has  been  warm,  dry  and  clear. 
Lack  of  rainfall  for  several  weeks  has  lessened  the  supply  of  nectar  in  sage 
plants  which  are  how  in  bloom,  and  the  hills  are' getting' dry,  curtailing  the 
prospective  f low  of  sage  honey.     Sage  plants  n*ar  the  Coast  are  in  better  shape 
than  those  further  inland.    Heavy  bloom  reported  from  the  orange  orchards,  and 
irrigation,  which  is  in  progress  in  the  orange  groves,   should  help  the  honey 
flow.   ^ extraction  of  Orange  honey  is  expected  to  commence  in  a  couple  of  weeks, 
or  a  little  later  than  normal.    Estimates  vary  regarding  the  probable  size  of 
the  Orange  flow.    31oom  appears  to  be  more  abundant  tlian  last  year;  but  more 
colonies  have  been  moved  to  the  Sage  districts  and  fev/er  to  the  Orange  groves 
than  usual,  although  recently  some  beekeepers  are  reported  transferring  their 
colonies  back  to  the  Orange  districts. 

Movement  of  honey  is  only  light  to  moderate,'  with  prices  showing  little 
change  except  that  some'  salesof  Buckwheat-Sage  are  reported  at  slightly  lower 
figures,  a:::d  of  Orange  at  slightly  higher  prices.     Ton  lot  sales  by  beekeepers 
reported  as  follows,  per  lb. :  Orange,  old  crop,  TThite  to  Extra  White  4  7/&~5 
few  higher,  Extra  Light  Amber  k^-fy-  3uckwhcat-Sage ,  Extra  Light  Amber  4-4  3/SfS

Beecwcx  continues  about  steady,  with  little  demand  from  eastern  markets 
because  of  the  competition  of  foreign  wax.     Considerable  wax  is  coming  in  locally 
for  comb  foundation,  and  some  dealers  are  paying  for  wax  in  trade  only.  Avail- 
able supplies  of  wax  are  lighter  than  last  year  but  somewhat  heavier  than  was 
thought  a  short  time  ago.     Sales  by  beekeer>ors  reported  at  10-12^  'cer  lb.  cash, 
extra  light  color  I4<z5,  or  12-14^  per  lb.  in  trade. 

Central  California.      Honey  plants  are  beginning  to  show  the  effects  of 
the  lack  of  moisture,  and  the  sage  crop  is  expected  to  be  short  if  rains  do 
not  come  soon.     In  some  sections  a  considerable  percentage  of  the  sage  plants 
nave  died  due  to  the  long  succession  of  dry  and  semi-dry  years.     Fireweed  plants 
reported  in  abundance  in  some  sections.     Pear  bloom  is  about  over,  but  bees  are 
still  working  on  apple  trees,  T7ild  mustard  and  lupine  are  blooming  profusely, 
but  cloudy  windy  weather  has  restricted  the  activity  of  most  colonies.  The 
cool  weather  has  held  back  the  swarming  tendency.     Many  colonies  are  reported 
yielding  eight  to  nine  pounds  of  package  bees.     Trading  is  slow  with  supplies 
of  nonsy  light.    Mixed  Flowers  Light  Amber  reported  sold  at  3- 3^  per  lb.,  Light 
Amber  Alfalfa-Cotton,   ton  lots         per  lb. 

Northern  California.      The  weather  for  the  most  part  has  been  mild  and 
lacking  in  rainfall.     Though  light  frosts  have  caused  a  limited  amount  of 
damage  to  deciduous  fruits,  temperatures  have  generally  been  above  normal. 
Deciduous  fruits  except  apples  and  pears  arc  through  blooming,  some  bees  re- 
ported averaging  35  pounds  surplus  from  fruit  bloom  and  mustard.    Bees  are  now 
working  on  madrone,  burr  clover,  alfilaria  and  wild  mustard  when  weather  permits 
tneir  flying.    Black  locust  is  yielding  nectar  copiously.    Rain  is  badly 
needed  in  both  the  valley  and  the  mountain  sections.    Bees -are  building  up  to 
sw.- rmmg  strength  rapidly  in  the  Sierras  and  are  already  swarming  in  the 
valley.  ^  Oranges  are  starting  to  bloom.     An  average  crop  of  Thistle  and  Alfalfa 
noneys  is  looked  for  in  the  Sacramento  Valley.    Moderate  supplies  of  Star  ■ 
TnistLe  are  available,  but  demand  hasbe on  slow  for  large  lots.     More  honey  re- 
ported sold  in  small  pails,  however,   than  ever  before.     The  export  demand  has  ' 
been  negligible.     Some  are  using  their  dark  honey  to  feed  bees  during  the 
shortage  of  stores  as  cheaper  than  buying  sugar.     Sales  reported  of  Thistle, 
White  large  lots  5-6#,  Extra  Light  Amber  4§-5^  per  lb. ;  Light  Amber  Mixed 
Flowers  3#;  few  small  pails  Light  Amber  Star  Thistle  per  lb.  Little 

demand  reported  for  beeswax,  but  saleshave  been  made  at  10-14^  per  lb.  according 
to  color  and  quality. 
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PACIFIC  NORTHWEST: 

West  of  Cascades.     Pussy  willows,  maples,  early  fruits  and  various 
shrubs  and  flowers  are  blooming  in  the  valleys,  and  pussy  willows  and  skunk 
cabbage  in  the  mountains,  though  pussy  willows  in  the  mountains  were  damaged 
considerably  by  cold  weather.     Bees  have  been  gathering  pollen  when  weather 
permitted  and  br 00 drear ing  is  progressing  satisfactorily.     Winter  and  early 
spring  losses  may  have  averaged  10  per  cent.. 

jSa.st  of  Cascades.     Early  fruit  trees  in  irrigated  valleys  are  coming 
into  bloom  and  bees  are  working  on  them.     Cloudy,  windy  weather  with  some  rain, 
her;  ever,  is  not  favorable '  for  bee  flights.     Honey  is  moving  slowly,  with  com- 
paratively little  remaining,  unsold.   .  Pew  sales  No*  1  Alfrlfa.comb  honey  $2. 25 
per  case. 1 

INTSRMOUNTAIN  REGION: 


Carlot  inquiries-  are  reported  fairly  numerous  during  the  past  two  weeks, 
and  local  sales  have  held  up  quite 'well.  '  Occasional  beekeepers  still  have  most 
of  their  honey  on  hand,  but  stocks  as.  a.  whole  are  light.     Comb  honey  is  in 
especially  light  supply.     Many  beekeepers  have  completely  sold  out.  Carlot 
sales  of  White  Sweet  Clover  and  Alfalfa  reported  at  4^—5^  Per        >  ton  lo'ts 
5-7^,  60s  5t5-%f,  smell  pells  7-30;  Light  Amber,  few  60s  5-6  3A^,  small  pails 
7~|^  per    lb.     A  few  cases  of  comb  honey  reported  sold  at  ^2. 00-2;  50  per  case. 
Pew  sales  beeswax  reported  at  14— 16^  per  lb.  in  trade.     Details  by  States 
follow: 

Colorado.     Along  the  Western  Slope  bees  are  not  generally  unpacked, 
but  indications  are  that  the  winter  loss  will  be  about  normal.     East  of  the 
Divide  the  ground  is  extremely  dry,  lessening  prospects  from  sweet  clover. 
Though  it  appears  there  will  be  plenty,  of  water  for  irrigation,  lake  water  is 
scarce.     The  winter  and  spring  loss  varies  from  normal  to  heavy,  ranging  35  to 
GO  per  cent  in  many  yards,  and  occasionally  as  high  as  75  Per  cent  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  State.     The  condition  of  the  colonies  varies  widely  from 
very  poor  to  good.     Many  will  need  feeding  this  spring. 

Wyoming.     Temperatures  have  been  below  normal,  with  enough  precipitation 
so  roads  ae  bad.     Feeding  is  necessary  in  a  great  many  apiaries.  Cellar- 
wintered  bdes  are  being  moved  out  with  a  loss  of  about  5  Per  cent.  Out-door 
packed  bees  show  losses  in  varying  anounts,  ranging  7-15  per  cent  in  some 
apiaries-;,  and       per  cent  or  more  in  others. 

Montana.     Recent  temperatures  have  been  above  normal  and  bees  are  being 
removed  from  the  cellars  with  comparatively  little  loss.     Outdoor-packed  bees 
have  shown  much  heavier  losses,  especially  among  small  beekeepers.    Many  wells, 
springs  and  creeks  are  still  dry. 

Idaho.      Bees  are  being  unpacked.     Many  weak  colonies  will  dwindle  out 
and  losses  in  other  colonies  are  reported  as  running  mostly  20  to  25 'per  cent  f 
some  up  to  SO  per  cent.     Those  who  are  able  are  ordering  packages  to  make  up 
losses,  but  package  bee  receipts  will,  be  much  less  than  normal.  .  Queens  are 
just  starting  to  lay.    Bees  are  gathering  pollen  from  maple  and  willows. 

Utah.      The  weather  has  been  cool  until  recently  when  warm,  sunshiny 
weather  has  prevailed  and  plant  growth  has  been  advancing  rapidly.    Bees  have 
been  taken  out  of  winter  pack  and  losses  vary,  widely.     Cellar-wintered  bees 
show  perhaps  15  per  cent  loss  and  those  outside,  perhaps  25  per  cent,  though 
reported  losses  range  from  k  to  75  per  cent,  with  the  higher  percentages  mare 
general  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State.     Much  feeding  has  been  necessary. 
Bees  have  been  gathering  pollen  from  maples,  pussy  willows  and  apricots,  and 
peaches  and  plums  will  be  in  bloom  soon.     In  sheltered  places  alfilaria  has 
started  to  bloom.     Broodrearing  is  reported  quite  heavy. 

Nevada.      Dandelions  and  buckbrush  are  starting  to  bloom  and  brood- 
rearing  is  under  way.     Winter  losses  are  heavy  along  the  eastern  slope  of  the 
Sierra  Mountains,  but  normal  numbers  of  colonies  will  be  pretty  well  made  up 
with  package  bees.     Precipitation  has  been  above  normal  for  the  State  as  a 
whole,  improving  crop  prospects. 

ARIZ  PITA: 

Due  to  continued  cold  nights  all  vegetation  is  late  in  developing. 
However,  bees  are  said  to  be  swarming  and  are  storing  some  surplus  in  certain 
favored  areas.     In  other  sections  they  are  barely  making  a  living.  Practically 
no  rain  has  fallen  for  more  than  six  weeks,  but  earlier  ample  rainfall  aids 
crop  prospects.     Lit  le  honey  remains  unsold.     Much  beeswax  remains  unsold, 
with  little  demand.     Sales  reported  at  10^  per  lb. 

SOUTHWESTERN  STATES; 

Southcentral  and  Southwestern  Texas-     The  early  crop  of  honey  will  oe 
curtailed  because  of  the  late  cold  weather  which  .'Jailed  many  huajillo  and^ 
catsclaw  blooms,  and  will  be  unusually  late.     However,  bees  are  bringing  in^ 
some  honey  from  soapbush  and  catsclaw,  which  is  blooming  again  in  some  sections 
and  are  mailing  a  little  better  than  a  living*     Ground  flowers  are  very  back- 
ward from  lack  of  rain,  and  if  the  dry  weather  continues  horsemint  is  not 
likely  to  yield  much  surplus.    Package  orders  are  reported  moving  rapidly  with 
some,  while  others  report  very  light  demand  for  bees  and  queens.    Very  few  re- 
ports of  swarming  so  far,   though  bees  are  brooding  up  fairly  well  for .this  time 
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of  the  year.     Stores  are  light.     Fair  demand  reported  for  honey.     Sales  reported, 
large  lots  Amber  extracted  in  60-lb.  cans  4^  per  lb.  ;  large  lots  bulk  comb 
Anber,  snail  pails  6-7^  per  lb.;  Light  Amber  Catsclaw  extracted,  bCs  6^  per  lb. 

Northeast  Texas.       Owing  to  the  late  March  freeze  bees  have  consumed 
most  of  their  stores  and  must  be  fed  if  colonies  are  to  survive.  Considerable 
disease  reported.     Stocks  of  honey  are'  reported  light. 

W[egt  Texas.    Bees  are  building  up  on  a  light  flow  from  partridge  peas. 
No  swarming  yet  reported.     It  is  very  dry  and  rain  is  needed.     The  outloolc  is 
good  for  a  flow  from  mesquite.    Bees  wintered  unusually  yell.     Little  honey 
remains  from  last  year's  crop. 

Oklahoma.  Bees  in  many  parts  of  the  State  are  low  in  stores  and  feeding 
is  being.. done  in  numerous  apiaries.  However,  many  beekeepers  are  discouraged  at 
prevailing  low  prices  and  are  not  giving  bees  the  attention  they  need. 

Arkansas.    Bees  are  working  on  blackberries  and  rearing  brood,  with  some 
colonies  storing  surplus.     They  are  said  to  be  in  extra  'ood  condition. 
Swarming  will  start  soon.     Honey  is  selling  slowly  and  considerable  of  last 
year 's  crop  remains  on  hand.  ' 

PLAINS  ARSA: 

Red  River  .Valley  of  Minnesota  and  North  Dakota.     The  weather  has  been  • 
cloudy  and  cool  most  of  che  time,  holding  back  broodrearing,  but  beekeepers 
have  been  moving  their  colonies  out  doors.     A  larger  percentage  of  colonies 
require  feeding  than  usual.     The  honey  plants  are  thought  to  have  come  through 
the  winter  in  satisfactory  condition,  though  drouth"  and  grasshoppers  have 
reduced  prospects.    Pussy- vi Hows  are  about  ready  to  bloom.    Little  honey  re- 
mains unsold.     Ton  lots  White  Sweet  Clover  reported  moved  at  6^  per  lb. 

South  Dakota^    Clover  plants  have  had  more  moisture  than  at  this  time 
last  year,  especially  during  the  past  month,  but  plants  are  scattered  because 
of  the  drouth  last  season.    Bees  are  light  in  weight  and  many  must  be  fed  in 
order  to  pull  them  through.    -Many  colonies  have  not  yet  been  unpacked.  Bees 
have  gathered  pollen  during  the  past  few  days  and  have  sta.rtedbnoodrearing 
lately.     Winter  losses  have  been  high,  due  to  disease,  starvation  and  poor 
quality  of  stores.     Few  sales  reported  of  extracted  in  small  pails  at  9-1  (V  Per 
lb. 

Iowa.     Bees  are  -being  unpacked.     Considerable  loss  appears  as  a  result 
of  the  recent  cold.     Many  colonies  wintered  out  doors  are  running  short  of 
Stores  and  have  to  be  fed.    Hains  have  been  scattering,  and  some  areas  have 
continued  dry.     Fruit  bloom  is.  late  and  bees  have  had  few  blossoms  to  wbrk  on 
except  maples,  elms  and  willows.     Stocks  of  honey 'are  getting  light  and  no 
recent-  sales  have  been  reported. 

Kansas  and  Nebraska.    Bees  are  brooding  up  rapidly  on  cottonwood,  red— 
oud, dandelions,  box  elder,  maple j  willows,  peaches  and  cherries  when  the  weather 
is  favorable.     Colonies  which  have  had  protection  are  fully  up  to  the  usual 
strength  at  this  season,  but  many  colonies  died  during  the  winter  due  to 
neglect.

Pennsylvania.  Bees  wintered  outdoors  are  flying  only  occasionally  because 
•  of  cloudy,  cool,  rainy  weather.     They  have  generally  wintered 

well  except  that  some  are  short  of  stores  and  will  have  to  be  fed.    "Br oodr earing 
has  been  under  way  since  February.     Because  of  the  -unfavorable  weather  colonies 
are  not  being  unpacked  and    ,  few  colonies  have  been  taken  from  the  cellar. 
Clover  looks  good  following  the  abundance  of  moisture.     Honey  prices  show  little 
change,  but  sales  are  few.     Small  pails  extracted  reported  selling  at  wholesale 
at  8$  per  lb.     Amber  comb  honey  has  moved  at  s;2.40  per  case. 

New  Jersey.     Cool  and  s.tormy  weather  has  restricted  bee  activities,  but 
where  well  supplied  with  stores  they  are  doing  well.     However,  stores  are 
getting  short  in  many  hives.    Maples,  and  elms  are  in  bloom-  and  bees  are  gathering 
pollen  abundantly  on  clear  days.     Queens  are  said  to  be  laying  well.     The  soil 
is  better  supplied  with  moisture  than  it  has  been  for  two  years  and  this  should 
increase  the  prospects  for  a  good  nectar  flow  from  clover. 

Conne  cticut.     The  weather,  has  recently  been  cool  and  cloudy,  so  there  has 
been  little  opportunity  to  collect  pollen.     Many  colonies  are  light  in  stores 
and  need  feeding.     Losses  so  far  are  reported  small,  averaging  5~7.-'  per  cent, 
but  due  to  the  cold  spring  further  losses  are  possible,     Honey  plants  are  in 
good  condition.     Honey  is  moving  slowly,  but  little  remains  unsold. 

Vermont.     Considerable  snow  and  rain  hape  fallen  during  this  period, 
keeping  bees  in  the  hives  but  improving  prospects  for  this"  season 's    honey  plants. 
Sales  reported  of  No.  1  Clover  comb  at  cpU.  50->  2^  per  case. 

Maine.    Bees  properly  packed  have  wintered  without  much  loss  and  are  in 
goad  condition.     The  first  pollen  this  season  came  from  black  alder  on  April  10, 
nearly  a  week  later  than  in  1931 »     Clover  plants  show  no  indication  of  winter 
killing.     The  winter  was  exceptionally  mild. 

SOUTH  ATLANTIC  STATUS; 

Maryland.      Continued  cool  weather  has  kept  bees  in'  the  hives  more  than 
usual  at  this  season  of  the  year.     However,   their  condition  is  reported  normal 
and  little  feeding  has  been  necessary.

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Southern  Georgia.      Some  pollen  is  being  brought  m  and  broodrearing  is 
starting  up  again,  but  there  is  a  shortage  of  nectar.     The  freeze  in  March 
destroved  ti-ti  bloom,  and  many  other  plants  which  should  now  be  blooming  were 
cut  off  by  the  freeze.    Brood  was  chilled  and  thrown  out  daring  the  March 
freeze  and  there  are  only  small  clusters  of  bees  in  the  hives  now.

Bees  are  in  fair  condition  but  the  cold  weather  of 
recent  weeks  delayed  the  honey  plants  and  spring  prospects  are  not  very  good. 
Amber  extracted  in  small  pails  reported  sold  at  6^  per  lb. 

Alabama.  Last  month 's  freeze  retarded  all  honey-producing  plants  and 
cut  short  the  flow  of  those  then  in  bloom.  Bees  are  now  beginning  to  work  on 
white  clover,  with  .the  prospect  of  a  fair  flow. 

Mississippi.      Here  also  the  freeze  last  month  killed  blooming  plants, 
and  though  bees  did  well  up  to  that  time  the  cold  weather  practically  stopped 
all  nectar  secretion  for  the  time  being.     Winter  losses  were  greater  than  usual 
and  were  especially  heavy  where  insufficient  stores  were  left  on  the  hives. 
Some  beekeepers  have  fed  sugar  heavily.     Crowded  hives  have  resulted  from  early 
broodrearing,  and  early  swarming  is  anticipated.

The  weather  is  generally  fair  and  some  extracting  will  be  done  soon,  out 
the  principal  extracting  in  Porto  Rico  does  not  take  place  until  May  and  June. 


SUMMARY 


It  has  been  much  warmer  during  this  period  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and 
throughout  much  of  the  Central  and  Plains  States,   though  relatively  cool  over 
the  East  and  part  of  the  South.    Rainfall  has  been  lacking  in  the  West  and 
Southeast  but  moderately  heavy  in  the  Eastern  and  Central  States.     Bees  have 
nor?  generally  been  removed  from  cellars,-  often  later  thai,  customary-  and  outdoor- 
packed  bees  have  now  been  examined.     Losses  appear  to  be  heavier  than  anticipated 
earlier,  especially  in  the  Mountain  States  and  other  areas  where  bees  suffered 
long  "confinement  on  poor  stores.  , Feeding  has  been  necessary  in  a  great  many 
places.     It  appears  likely  that  lack  of  money  will  prevent  beekeepers- making  up 
winter  losses  through  package  .bees  to  as  great  an  extent  as  usual.  Precipitation 
has  berui  sufficiently  heavy  so  that  honey  plants  appear  to  be/fairly  good  shape, 
though  last  year's  drouth  sharply  lessened  the  number  of  plants. 

Demand  for  honey  has  been  irregular,  as  always,  but  a  number  of  "bee"' 
keepers  have  found  that  demand  lias  increased  during  this  period,  ^both  locally 
and  for  Large  lots,  with  numerous  inquiries  being  received.     On  the  other  han  , 
«f  course,  many  beekeepers  advise  that  saleshave  been  slow  with  considerable 
loft  on  hand.    A  substantia  carryover  appears  certain  in  the  Southeastern  Stae 
and  in  spotted  sections  elsewhere,  but  many  beekeepers  are  completely  sold  pi 
Stocks  of  comb  honey  are  even  shorter  than  those  of  extracted.     Demand  from 
abroad  has  lessened  because  of  the  British  preferential  tariff  flnri  other  rorexg 
restrictions.

purple  sage  is  in  bloom;  and  white  sage  is  about  to  blossom.     Given  an pie  rain- 
fall there  would  still  be  time  for  a  good  flow  of  sage  honey.     The  orange  bloom 
.  is  past  its  peal:,  and  considerable  orange  has  already  been  extracted.  Strong 
colonics  have  obtained  heavy  yields  of  orange  nectrr,  running  g  to  12  lbs.  pr 
colony  per  day.itater  white  in  color,  with  the  grade  exceptionally  fine,  though 
a  few  districts  report  some  mixture  of  mustard.     In  other  places  the  orange  crop 
was  curtailed  by  the  cold  weather  and  frosts.     Colonies  have  brooded  up  heavily 
and  have  started  swarming  strongly,  especially  in  the  coastal  districts.  The 
mountain  plants,  have  been  suffering  from  lack  of  moisture  and  the  hot,  dry  days. 
On  the  Desert  Slope  of  San  Diego  County  lack  of  rainfall  has  been  hard  on  bees 
and  they  have  not  been  doing  as  well  as  last  year,  though  one  light  extracting 
has  been  reported.    Extracting  in  the  Imperial  Valley  will  not  begin  until  about 
June  1.

INT2RMQUNTAIN  REGION: 

Stocks  of  honey  throughout  the  entire  Intermountain  Region  are. reported 
lighter  than  for  several  years  at  this  period.     Occasional  beekeepers  still 
have  much  honey  on  hand,  tut  those  who  have  Toeen  making  active  efforts  to 
dispose  of  their  stocks  are  generally  pretty  well- cleaned  up.     The  recent 
carlot  market  for  White  to  Extra  White  Sweet- Clover  is  quoted  as  mostly  4  3/4- 
5^  per  lb.  ,  occasional  car  4-^,  and  Extra  White  to  Water  White  held  high  as 
5  3/4^  per  lb.;  smaller  lots  60s  5-6  2/3^,  small  pails  &§-9^  per  lb.     Few  sales 
No»  1  White  comb  rep  or  ted  at  $2.50  per  case.     The  beeswax  market  is  dull  and 
quoted  at  11-15^  per  lb.,  the  upper  part  of  the  range  being  in  trade.  Details 
by  States  follow: 

Colorado.     Along  the  Western  Slope  rainfall  has  been  normal  and  con- 
ditions are  favorable  for  a  good  nectar  flow,  with  pollen  coming  in  from 
dandelions  and  other  plants.     Winter  losses  heavy  in  some  apiaries  from  long-  . 
continued  confinement,  and  many  colonies  are  weak.     East  of  the  Divide  pros- 
pects are'  less  encouraging,  though-  the  long  drouth  has  been  broken  by  recent 
rainfall,,  and  irrigation,  needs  can  be  supplied  from  the  ample  snow  in  the 
mountains.     Alfalfa  and  Sweet  Clover  plants  are  showing  up  better  than  anti- 
cipated not  long  ago,  but  plant,  prospects,  are  still  below  normal.  Further, 
winter  losses  were  heavy  and  beekeepers  advise  that  there  will  not  be  enough 
bees  reared  to  gather  much,  surplus  from  first  cutting  alfalfa,  which  blooms, 
early  in  June.    Willows  are-  starting  to  bloom.     Winter  losses  vary  widely 
according  to  location, •  but  in  many  apiaries  in  Eastern  and  Northern  Colorado 
losses  amounted  to  40  to  50  per  cent. 

Wyoming.     Bees  are  gathering  considerable  pollen  from  Cottonwood  and  are 
flying  briskly  on  warm  days. .   Cool  weather  has  delayed  vegetation  but  it^has 
now  started  to  grow  and  it  is  reported  there  is  ample  snow  in  the  mountains  to 
assure  sufficient  water  supply.     Winter  losses  in  many  apiaries  have  been  the 
heaviest  in  years,  some  dying  where  stores  were  ample  because  it  was  too  cold 
for  the  bees  to  move  to  them.     Average  losses  may  run  20  to  25  per  cent. 

Idaho.      Dandelions  are  beginning' to  bloom  and  bees  are  building  up 
rapidly  from  box  elder.     Winter  losses,  range  10  to  40  per  cent  in  most  sections, 
and  run  considerable  higher  in  occasional  apiaries.     Cool  weather  has  kept 
bees  in  the  hive  much  of.  the  time.  • 

Montana.     Prospects  have  improved  with  recent  rains.     Winter  losses 
among  commercial  beekeepers  were  not  heavy.     Bees  have  been  carrying  in  pollen 
from  buffalo  berry,  and  are  building  up. 

Utah.     Although  delayed  occasionally  by  rain  and  snow,  bees  have  been 
gathering  pollen  and  some,  nectar  and  have  built  up,  on  dandelions  and  fruit  . 
bloom.     With  ample  snow  in  the  mountains  and  with  honey  plants  well-protected 
by  snow  during  the  winter,  prospects  of  nectar  flow  are  now  encouraging. 
Winter  losses,  however,  were  heavy , especially  among  the  smaller  beekeepers 
and  along  the  foot  of  the  mountains  from  the  south  to  the  north  of ,  the  State. 
In  Heber  and  Morgan  Val leys ,  losses  are  reported  to  range  75-90  per  cent;  but 
in  the  lower  flat  valleys,  where  late  honey  was -made  from  alfalfa,  losses  were 
very  much  less.  .' 

ARIZONA:  .  ; 

Me s quite  has  begun  to  bloom,  though  frost  in  some  of  the  me s quite 
locations  may  delay  the  flow  from  that  source.    ' In . occasional  areas 'Mesquite 
honey  has  already  been  extracted.     One  beekeeper  reported  talcing  10  pounds  per 
colony  of  citrus  honey,-  the  first  of  this  kind. in  years.    Bees  are  working 
also  on  catsciaw,  creosote  bush,  and  various  desert  plants.     Beekeepers ^seem  ^ 
unusually  optimistic  about  the  size  of  the  coming  crop.     The  heavy  rainfall  01 
the  winter  brought  on  many  desert  flowers,  and  much  swarming  hasalready 
place,  enabling  beekeepers  to  make  considerable  increase.     Very  little  alia  a 
honey  remains  unsold  and  most  beekeepers ' have  disposed  of 'their  honey  from 
other  plants.     Two  carlots  extracted  reported  sold  at  $4.50  per  case  of  12  0

Recent  rainfall  hasbeen  helpful  to 
the  honey  plants,  which  had  been  handicapped  by  dry  weather,  following' the  col 
spell  during  March.     Little  honey  is  expected  from  huajillo    and  prospects  from 
'  catsciaw  and  mesquite  are  spotted.     In  some  locations  colonies  have  stored 
20-50  lbs.  already.     Swarming  has  been  exceptionally  light.     Some  beekeepers 
have  but  little  honey  left  on  hand  from  last  year 's  crop,  but  many  have 
one-quarter  of  their  crop.     The  market  for  extracted  honey  in  60s  is  quoted  a 
4-5^  per  lb.,  small  pails  6^  per  lb. ;■;  small  pails,  bulk  comb  7j$  per  lb. 

Northeast  Texas.     Bees  are  in  good  condition,  with  very  little  swarming 
reported.     Prospects  for  a  honey  crop  are  encouraging  and  much  better  than  in^ 
the  Southwestern  part  of  the  State.     Little  honey  is  being  carried  over  in  this 
section.     Much  honey  flow  is  on  from  willows  and  a  surplus  from  this  sov&ce  is 
possible.

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SOUTHWESTERN  STAES  OCKTBgffiBD;

Mesquite  plants  are  heavily  loaded  with  buds  and  the  flow 
should  soon  be  on.     Little  old  honey  remains  on  hand. 

Southeast  Texas.     Nectar  flow  washeavy  for  about  a  week  just  before  the 
middle  of  the  month,  but  high  winds  have  dried  out  the  blossoms  since  then  and 
bees  are  getting  little  nectar  at  this  time.    31oom  from  rattan  will  probably 
be  short.    Recent  rainfall  is  helpful  for  bringing  on  later  bloom. 

Oklahoma.      Most  of  the  1931  honey  crop  has  been  disposed  of  or  will  be 
before  new  crop  honey  comes  on  the  market.     It  is  reported  that  disease  is 
appearing  in  many  sections  of  the  State. 

PLAINS  AREA; 

Red  River  Valley  of  Minnesota  and  North  Dakota.      Practically  all 
colonies  have  now  been  moved  out  of  doors.    A  few  are  weak  but  most  have  come 
through  in  good  shape.    Sweet  clover  plants  apparently  have  a  better  stand  than 
last  year  though  thin  in  places.     Cold  winds,  cloudy  and  rainy  weather  have 
prevented  bees  from  working  much  on  maples,  elms  and  early  dandelions,  and  weak 
colonies  are  being  fed.

Winter  losses  have  been  above  normal  for  non-commercial  beekeepers,  and  spring- 
losses  have  been  heavy  generally  where  colonies  were  not.  watched  closely. 
Stocks  of  honey  are  light,  with  some  beekeepers  buying  from  others  in  order  to 
fill  orders. 

Kansas  and  Nebraska.      Pollen  from  maples  and  elms  was  not  available  this 
year  until  many  weeks  later  than  last  year,  but  bees  are  now  building  up  rapidly. 
Fruit  bloom  is  abundant  except  that  apple  blossoms  are  not  lvavy.     However,  bees 
are  working  apples  in  preference  to  dandelions,  which  are  also  in  bloom.  On 
some  days  it  .has  been  too  cold  for  bees  to  fly  much.     Clover  plants  are  making 
good  growth,  and  with  the  ample  rainfall  prospects  look  good  if  colonies  are 
maintained  properly.     Some  are  reported  running  ~>hort  of  stores.     In  many 
sections  sweet  clover  plants  are  in  "better  condition  than  expected,  considering 
last  year  's  dro-ath.

Connecticut.     Damp,  cloudy  and  cool  weather  has  alternated  with  warm 
days  and  bees  have  not  been  able  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  pollen  and 
nectar  available  from  red  maple  and  other  honey  plants.    Many  colonies  are 
building  up  slowly,  and  many  are  weak  in  bees,  though  some  are  building  up 
rapidly. 

New  Jersey.       Spring  hasbeen  rather  backward,  with  occasional  frosts 
at  night.     Fruit  bloom  will  be  out  soon.     Stores  are  short  and  bees  are 
developing  slowly, 

SOUTH  ATLANTIC  STATES; 

Maryland.'      The  condition  of  bees  and  honey  plants  is  normal  and 
prospects  for  the  coming  crop  are  encouraging.     Fruit  growers  are  showing  in- 
terest in  the  use  of  bees  for  pollination  purposes,  with  apple  trees  about  ready 
to  bloom. 

Virginia.      H0ney-producing  plants  are  somewhat  backward  as  the  cool 
weather  continues,  and  some  feeding  may  be  necessary.     Sales  of  honey  are  re- 
ported good  with  comb  honey  moving  at  $3*50  per  case. 

West  Virginia.    Bees  are  working  on  fruit  bloom  and  gathering  con- 
siderable nectar  on  favorable  days.    Plenty  of  pollen  is  also  coming  in,  and 
many  colonies  have  at  least  four  to  five  frames  of  brood.     Demand  for  honey 
is  slow.     Sales  of  bulk  comb  reported  at  15^  per  lb. 

SOUTHEASTERN  STATES: 


Southern  Georgia-       Continued  dry,  cool  weather  is  holding  back -the 
development  of  flowers,  and  bees  are  dwindling  down  to  small  clusters. 
Gallberry  and  bhck  tupelo  are  beginning  to  bloom, and  a  few  holly  and  other  swamp 
plants,  but  beekeepers  are  looking  forward  to  an  extremely  short  crop  of  honey 
unless  more  rain  comes  soon.     Cool  weather  has  almost  completely  controlled 
swarming  thus  far.     Most  nectar  that  has  been- secured  this  spring  has .been 
fed  back  to  the  young  brood.

Prices 
are  low,  with  No.  1  Tupelo  in  cases  and  Fancy  Tupelo  in  barrels  reported  sold 
at  3^  per  lb. 

Southern  Florida.      Bees  are  in  good  shape  but  prospects  are  poor  for 
the  spring  crop,  due  to  the  warm  winter  weather  and  the  cool  weather  of  the 
early  spring.     Considerable  old  crop  honey  remains  on  hand.     Sales  reported 
of  Amber  extracted  in  60s  and  small  pails  at  6^  per  lb. 

Alabama.      The  weather  has  been  dry,  and  more  rain  is  needed  if  the 
present  honey  flow  is  to  continue.     Orders  for  package  bees  are  less  abundant 
than-  they  were  a  few  years  ago,  but  beekeepers  feel  that  they  are  holding  up 
remarkably  well  considering  the  present  economic  situation. 

Mississippi.      Bees  are  in  excellent  condition,  having  built  up  well 
since  the  March  freeze,  and  a  fairly  good  flow  is  on  from  blackberries, 
po.p'lars  and  white  clover,  though  often  the  nectar  is  very  thin.     Bees  in  some 
yr.rds,  however ,* reported  only  making  a  living.     Some  swarming  has  already 
taken  place.     Orders  for  package  bees  and  queens,  started  late  due  to  the  late 
season,  in  the'  North,,  are  now  coming  in  good  volume. 

Louisiana.      The  weather  continues  dry  and  Late  cold  spells  are  cutting 
down  the  amount  of  nectar  the  bees  are  securing.     Willow,  yellow  top  and  clover 
are  now  yielding  fairly  well,  but  scale  hive  records  are  40  to  50  per  cent  be- 
low last  year's  figures.     Fair  business  reported  in  package  bees  and  queens  at 
low  prices.     Spies  of  honey  are  light.     Occasional  -snles  in  1.0  -lb-  pails  re- 
ported at  6>t-6  2/3p  per  lb 
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PORTO  RICO; 

Very  dry  weather  has  prevdled  throughout  the  Island  for  some  weeks, 
and  unless  rain  falls  soon,  damage  to  the  honey  crop  will  "be  serious. 


SUMMARY 

Spring  has  been  delayed  from  one  to  two  weeks,  and  in  some  cases  more, 
throughout  most  of  the  Forth,  because  of  alternating  periods  of  cool  and  warm 
weather,  delaying  colony  development.     Spring  dwindling  hasbeen  serious,  and 
combined  winter  and  spring  losses  have  been  unusually  heavy  in  many  areas. 
These  losses  were  due  in  many  cases  to  lack  of  proper  packing  and  lack  of 
sufficient  stores,  because  in  most  areas  bees,  that  were,  we.ll  packed  and  had 
adequate  stores  have  had  only  normal  losses.    Broodrearing  has  been  active,, 
and  colonies  are  building  up  There  the  weather  has  permitted  them  to  fly. 
In  Southern  California  bees  have  secured  a  fair  crop  of  orange  honey  of 
exceptional  quality,  but  new  crop  production  to  date  in  the  southwestern  and 
southeastern  States  hasbeen  below  normal. 

Demand  for  extracted  honey  has  improved  during  the  past  month  in  a 
number  of  areas,  but  most  of  this  demand  has  been  for  small  lots  and  for  small 
containers.     Comb  honey  is  generally  in  light  demand, .especially  where  the 
honey  has  granufeted.    Beekeepers  do  not  appear  to  feel  that  the  carryover  from 
last  year  will  be  serious  except  in  the  southeastern  States  and  in  occasional 
areas  in  the  white  clover  and  sweet  clover  sections  where  beekeepers  did  not 
make  much  effort  to  sell  locally  or  in  small  containers.     Price  charges  have 
been  few.     The  beeswax  market  continues  dull  at  low  prices.

DECLINE  IN  HONEY  HCPCRSS 

From  Cq&suI  John  H.  Bruins,  Hamburg,  Germany 
April  6,  1932. 

Due  to  the  decline  in  German  honey  production  in  the  period  from  1925  to 
1929,  the  imports  of  honey  into  Germany  increased  by  about  5i°00  metric  tons. 
The  increase  in  the  total  value  of  the  impor ts amounted  to  about  Rm.  4,600,000 
($lf 09:3, 000)   while  the  total  value  of  the  imports  in  the  year  1929  rose  to 
Rm.   gt600,000  ($2,0^7,000)  .      Since  then  honey  imports  into  Germany  have  been 
steadily  declining.     In  1930  German  honey  imports  only  amounted  to  5/726  metric 
tons; valued  at  Rm.  4,700, OOO^and  in  1931  they  declined  still  further  to  4,665 
metric  ton-,  valued  at  Rm.

INFORMATION  FROM  PRODUCING-  AREAS  (First  half  of  May) 
(Prices  generally  refer  to  sales  by  beekeepers  or  beekeepers' 
organizations,  f .o.b.  shipping  points) 

CALIFORNIA  POINTS; 

Southern  California.    During  the  past  two  weeks  the  weather  has  been 
cool  with  considerable  cloudiness,  but  with  only  brief  showers.  However, 
these  showers  improved  the  condition  of  the  honey  plants  and  prolonged  their 
flow,  though  nectar  secretion  was  checked  and  many  colonies  are  consuming 
stores  rather  than  adding  to  them.     The  orange  honey  flow  is  about  over  and 
many  colonies  have  been  moved  to  the  sage  locations.    Estimates  of  the  orange 
yield  vary  widely,  one  well-informed  reporter  estimating  an    average  of  60 
pounds  per  colony.    Black  sage  has  continued  to  yield,  though  the  late  rains 
came  too  late  to  be  of  much  assistance.    The  flow  from  black  sage  has  been 
spotted,  but  some  yields  have  been  reported  as  high  as  100  pounds  per  colony. 
White  sage  and  buckwheat  are  looking  well  and  are  beginning  to  bloom.  Wild 
alfalfa  or  deerweed  is  yielding  nectar  and  bees  are  gathering  from  it  when 
weather  conditions  permit.    As  the  wild  buckwheat  is  a  dry  weather  plant  it 
is  expected  to  yield  a  fairly  good  crop.    What  little  honey  has  been  extracted 
in  the  Imperial  Valley  so  far  is  said  to  be  of  poor  flavor  and  color. 

The  condition  of  the  market  shows  no  improvement.     There  is  practically 
no  export  demand  and  Eastern  buyers  are  holding  off  until  the  market  has 
become  more  stabilized.     The retaildenand,  however,  while  not  brisk  is  still 
fairly  good.     Sales  by  beekeepers  reported  as  follows,  per  lb:  ton  lots  or 
more,  Orange  and  Sage,  new  crop,  Water  White  kfarQf,  some  lots  Water  White 
Sage  high  as  62$ t  Extra  White  h^-^y,  White  W+jjff,  occasional  sale  high  as 
5^;  Extra  Light  Amber  Orange  3  3/8-3  3/^,  Light  Amber         Light  Amber  Alfalfa 
3f-3j^5  ol&  crop,  Buckwheat-Sage,  Light  Amber  to  Extra  Light  Amber  3^-3  3/k#m 

Central  California.    Bees  are  in  excellent  condition  and  swarming 
more  than  normal.     The  long,  cold,  windy  spell,  however,  depleted  the  surplus 
which  bees  gathered  early  in  the  season.    The  orange  flow  in  Tulare  County 
is  reported  the  lightest  in  years,  due  largely  to  the  cool  weather  which 
slowed  up  production  and  caused  abnormally  large  consumption  of  the  stores. 
Sage  bloom  has  passed  its  peak,  but  some  nectar  is  coming  in  from  white  willow, 
wild  kale  and  other  plants.    Wild  buckwheat  is  beginning  to  bloom  and  mustard 
locations  have  yielded  a  little  surplus.     Cotton  planting  is  said  to  be  15 
per  cent  less  than  I931.    Extra  White  Orange  reported  sold  at  5-5^  per  lb»'j 
Light  Amber  Mixed  Flowers  3-3^'  per  lb. 

Northern  California.    Temperatures  continue  below  normal  in  most  sec- 
tions and  light  showers  have  been  reported,  which  have  improved  prospects  from 
thistle  and  other  plants.     In  the  upper  part  of  the  State  the  spring  flow  was 
the  oest  in  years.    Fields  are  yellow  with  wild  mustard  and  there  is  an  abund- 
ance cf  flowers  for  bees  to  work  on.     The  present  outlook  is  for  an  average 
crop  from  both  thistle  and  alfalfa,  though  thistle  plants  are  spotted  as  to 
vigor.     Sales  of  package  bees  and  queens  are  reported  very  good  by  some, 
especially  to  the  Intermountain  States,  but  subnormal  by  others.     Supplies  of 
old  honey  are  very  light  and  some  inquiry  is  reported  for  good  Star  Thistle. 
Sales  reported  of  large  lots  White  Star  Thistle,  extra  fancy  6^,  smaller 
lots  7(£,  small  pails  Z<fi  per  lb.;  Extra  Light  Amber  Thistle,  ton  lots  5^,- 
smaller  lots  ftp  per  lb.    Beeswax,  10-12^  per  lb.  with  little  demand. 

PACIFIC  NORTHWEST; 

Wegt  of  Cascades.     Spring  has  been  late,  but  colonies  are  now  generally 
in  good  condition.     In  the  Valley  bees  are  now  strong  and  preparing  to  swarm. 
Vine  maple  is  over  but  willow  and  mustards  continue  to  yield.    Vetch  and  clover 
will  be  late  this  year  because  of  the  cool,  rainy  weather.     In  the  mountains 
vine  maple  is  blooming  profusely  and  both  that  and  figwort  are  yielding 
heavily.    Many  colonies  have  dwindled  so  badly  due  to  the  unfavorable  weather 
that  they  ..may- not  be  able  to  build  up  in  time  for  the  main  flow. 

East  of  'Cascadea.    A  few  beekeepers  still  have  honey  on  hand,  but  many 
have  completely  sold  out.    Prospects  are  favorable  for  a  big  nectar  flow  this 
year.    Bees  are  generally  in  good  condition,  and  are  being  moved  out  of ' the 
orchards  where  they  have  been  used  for  pollination.     In  some  districts, however , 
spray  poison  and 'disease  have  nearly  eliminated  bees,  and  some  pear  and  apple 
growers  state  they  have  'been  unable  to  secure  good  rental  bees  because  of 
danger  of  disease,  even  at  $5.00  per  colony.    Therefore  orchard  packages  are 
being  used  more  arid  more.    Sales  reported  of  Light  Amber  extracted  in  small 
pails  at  5f~o>  per  lb.    ITo.l  Alfalfa  comb  has  moved  at  $2.&  per  case.  Beeswax, 
16 per  lb.

INTERMOUNTAIN  BEG  I  PIT: 

Honey  is  said  to  "be  still  moving  well  locally  with  little  remaining 
unsold  in  most  sections.    Very  little  comb  honey  still  remains  and  that  is 
somewhat  candied.    The  recent  carlot  market  for  White  Sweet  Clover  and  Alfalfa 
is  reported  around  5^  Per  lb.  with  carlo ts:of  .  Water  White  sold  at  54~5i^  Per 
lb.    Ton  lots  5~*5lM  Per  1^.;  60s  6~9^  Per  1D»>  small  pails  f-Z^  per.  lb.  Light 
Amber  comb  reported  sold  at  $3.00  per  case.    Beeswax  sales  reported  at  10-1^ 
per  lb.,  few  higher,  mostly  in  trade.  Details  by  States  follow: 

Colorado.    Along  the  Western  Slope  winter  losses  were  often  only  normal 
but  long  confinement  weakened  many  colonies  and  losses  of  weaker  colonies  con- 
tinue as  the  spring  advances,  because,  of  .the  cold,  windy  weather.    The  weather 
has  not  been  favorable  for  dandelion  flow.    Ample  water  for  summer  use  is 
expected  and  some  sections  report  more  honey  plants  than  for  the  past  two  .. 
years,  especially  sweet  clover.    East  of  the  Divide,  although  winds  are  so 
■  -cold  that  bees  can  only  work  a  part  of  the  day,  they  are  brooding  up  on 
dandelions,  willows,  and  some  prairie  flowers  and  fruit  trees.     The  condition 
of  the  colonies  is  very  uneven.    Many  colonies  are  very  weak:.    Where  they  were 
fed  this  spring  they  are  generally  in  fair  condition,  but  beekeepers  report 
that  where  they  were  not  fed  it  will  be  difficult  to  build  them  up  before  the 
main  flow.    Recent  rains  have  helped  the  surface  moisture,  but  more  precipita- 
tion is  needed  for  sub-soil  moisture.    Last  year's  drouth  was  severe  on  clover 
plants. 

Wyoming.      The  abundant  rainfall  of  the  past  two  weeks  is  starting  honey 
plants  in  good  shape,  and  prospects  for  this  year's  flow  are  excellent.  Dande- 
lion bloom  is  furnishing  some  nectar,  and  broodrearing  is  progressing.  Many, 
colonies  require  feeding,  and  the  cool  weather  is  keeping  bees  in  the  hives 
much  of  the  time. 

Idaho.  Recent  reports  indicate  that  winter  losses,  ranging  from  10  to 
50  per  cent,  are  being  partly  made  up  &y  package  bees  from  California  and  the 
South.  Many  operators,  however,  are  financially  unable  to  buy  package  bees, 
but  will  make  some  increase  by  buying  queens.  Brood-nests  are. now  being  rapid- 
ly expanded.  Bees  will  soon  be  able  to  make  a  living  on  dandelion  though  the 
spring  has  been  cold,  stormy  and  backward.  Honey  plants  are  thrifty  and  bee- 
keepers are  looking  forward  to  a  good  flow  of  nectar. 

Utah.      The  season  has  been  late  and  wet,  but  alfalfa  and  sweet  clover 
plants  are  growing  rapidly  with  the  warm  weather  of  the  past  week.  Although 
winter  losses  were  heavy,  bees  that, came  through  the  winter  in  good  shape  are 
building  up  fast  on  dandelion,  willow,  and  apple  blossoms,  and  sores  colonies 
are  starting  to  swarm.    Heavy  snow  fall  in  the  mountains  provide.-  plenty  of. 
moisture  for  irrigation. 

Nevada,      Ample  moisture  is  now  assured  for  a  good  nectar  flow  but  bees 
are  far  below  normal  for  this  time  of  the.  year.    Winter  losses, .  tore  titer  with 
spring  dwindling,  have  been  among  the  worst  on  record,  -  in  some  ca&os  over 
60  per  cent.     The  dandelion  flow  is  on  heavy  now  and  with  fruit  trees  in 
blossom  bees  are  building  up  rapidly,  though  in  some  sections  rain  and  cold 
weather  have  kept  the  bees  in  the  hives  and  necessitated  feeding. 

ARIZONA: 

The  bees  are  in  fine  condition  for  a  honey  crop,  but  in  many  sections 
they  are  just  making  a  living  because  cold,  windy . weather  and  lack  of  moisture 
cut  off  the  early  nectar  supply.     Some  beekeepers  are  feeding  their  ..colonies. 
Cold  weather  has  retarded  swarming,  and  several  beekeepers  report  drones  being 
killed,  thus  lessening  chances  for  further  swarming.     Colonies,  however, 
reported  full  of  brood  and  laying  queens.'    Bloom  from  mesquite  is  poor  and 
furnishing  little  nectar.     Catsclaw  shows  some  tags  but  is  not  yet  in  bloom. 
Few  sales  reported  of  new  crop  Extra  White  Mesquite  at  3  1/3^  per  lb. 

SOUTHWESTERN  STATES: 

Southcentral  and  Southwestern  Texas.      This  spring  has  been  among  the 
latest  on  record.     Swarming  is  extremely  light  this  year,  due  .to  the  fact 
that  the  mesquite  flow  began  about  when  swarming  would  have  occurred  and  bees 
went  to  work  instead  of  swarming.    Rainfall  stopped  the  mesquite  flow  but  bees 
are  now  working  on  horsemint,  prickly  pear,  and  scattering  catsclaw,  huajillo 
and  white  brush.    Many  bees  have  obtained  only  enough  nectar  to  live  on  and 
rear  brood,  while  others  are  making  a  little  surplus.    This  year's  honey  is 
reported  of  unusually  fine  quality.     One  car  early  Cat sclaw-Mes quite  reported 
sold  for  shipment  May  20  at  6^  per  lb.,  with  another  car  for  early  June  at 
5  3/^  P^  lb.    Few  sales  smaller  .lots  I.9.3I  honey  around  k#  per  lb.  Average 
beeswax,  15^  per  lb. 

Northeast  Texas.      Bees  are  gathering  honey. freely  from  yellow  top, 
huckleberry,  horsemint,  prickly  ash,  persimmon  and' other  plants,  and  horsemint 
and  sweet- clover  prospects  are  reported  good,  as  result  of  recent  rains. 
Swarming  has  been  spotted,  some  sections  reporting  the  second  swarm  already, 
while  others  have  had  very  little,  to  date.    Many  colonies  are  still  weak.  Sales 
reported  of  bulk  comb  Amber  extracted,  fair  flavor,  10-lb.  pails  7^  per  lb. 
Beeswax,  13-15^  per  lb,  .  p. 

West  Texas.  Fewer  swamas  reported  in  this  section  this  year  than  last. 
Bees  are  gathering  honey  in  large  volume  from  mesquite  and  catsclaw,  following 
a  bountiful  amount  of  rainfall.    The  honey  is  of  umisaually  gorA  quality. 
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Red  River  Valley  of  Minnesota  and  North  Dakota.      Cloudy    and  rainy 
weather  have  prevented  bees  fror..  flying  and  have  kept  "beekeepers  from  going 
through  their  colonies.    Some  feeding  has  been  necessary  because  of  the 
poor  flying  weather.    "Although  the  season  is  late  and  bees  are  behind  in 
broodrearing,  they  should  brood  heavily  from  now  01:  as  dandelions,  goose- 
berries and  various  fruit  trees  are  in  bloom.     Quite  a  few  beekeepers  are 
increasing  the  number  of  their  colonies,  buying  new  equipment  and  installing 
package  bees.    Several  beekeepers  have,  trucked  in  bees  from  the  south.  Little 
honey  now  available.    Few  sales  ton  lots  White  Sweet  Clover  6f^,  Light  Amber 
5^  per  lb. 

South  Dakota.      Losses  in  many  apiaries  in  the  southern  half  of  the 
State  are  reported  around  SO  per  cent,  with  remaining  colonies  in  good  condi- 
tion.    Some  have  already  put  in  package  bees,  while  others  are  waiting  for 
the  new  express  rates  on  package  bees  that  go  into  effect  May  lo.  Package 
bees  received  early  are  building  up  rapidly.    The  largest  dandelion  bloom 
on  record  is  reported,  and  this  is  yielding  nectar  heavily. 

^cv'a»_     Until  recently  the  spring  has  been  cold  and  backward,  which 
has  retarded  colony  development,  but  bees  are  now  building  up  rapidly  and 
some  have  started  queen  cells  in  preparation  for  swarming.    They  are  working 
fruit  bloom  and  dandelions  when  weather  will  permit,  though  rainy,  foggy 
weather  interferes  considerably  with  their  activity.    Rainfall,  however,  should 
promote  the  growth  of  clover 'and  improve  crop  prospects.    Little  honey  unsold. 
Pew  local  sales  reported  at  10£  P^r  lb.  in "small  pails,  60s  g§#, 

Kansas  and  Nebraska.      After  a  protracted  winter,  in  which  many 
colonies  starved,  bees  are  now  building  up  actively  on  fruit  bloom,  dandelion 
and  small  fruits,  though  fruit  trees  and  dandelions  are  over  in  the  southern 
portion  of  this  area.    The  dandelion  flow  was  exceptionally  heavy.  Swarming 
already  reported  from  some  apiaries.     Sweet  clover  and  white    clover  plants 
have  been  making  vigorous  growth,    Pewer  package  bees  brought  in  than  usual, 
and  the  bee  supply  business  is  reported  dull.    Pew  sales  reported  of  TJhite 
extracted  at  5^-6-^  per  lb. 

Missouri.  ^  Honey  plants  are  in  good  shape  but  rainfall  is  needed  fo] 
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buckeye.    Sales  reported  of  Amber  Heartsease  in  case  lots  at         per  lb. 
Beeswax,  few  sales  18$  per  lb.

j^chigajaj  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota.    Spring  has  been  backward,  and  cold, 
rainy  weather  has  kept  bees  in  the  hives  much  of  the  tire,  but  young  bees  are 
now  hatching  rapidly.    Peaches, .  cherries  and  early  apples  are  in  bloom  and 
bees  nave  been  active  on  dandelions.    Because  of  the  weakness  of  the  colonies, 
lack  of  stores  and  unfavorable  weather  much  spring  feeding  has  been  necessary. 
The  rainfall  has  generally  been  heavy,  greatly  improving  the  condition  of 
clover  plants,  though  many  sections  in  the  southern  part  of  this  area  have 
few  plants  remaining  because  of  last  year's  drouth.    Northern  and  western 
Minnesota  reported  threatened  by  grasshoppers.     Stocks  of  honey  are  cleaning 
up  except  that  some  large  producers  still  have  considerable  on  hand.  Winter 
losses  were  heavy  among  the  small  beekeepers,  but  losses  were  not  much  heavier 
than  normal  among  commercial  beekeepers.     Sales  reported  of  White  extracted,

Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois.    Here  also  spring  has  been  very  backward 
but  bees  are  now  brooding  up  rapidly,  working  on  dandelions,  willows,  fruit 
blossoms  and  other  plants  and  many  colonies  are  reported  in  fully  better  than 
average  condition  for  this  period.    As  o.\c  beekeeper    says,  "whole  combs  are 
filled  in  some  hives  with  pollen  and  honey."    Both  white  clover  and  sweet 
Clover'have  been  taking  fine  progress  because  of  the  large  amount  of  rainfall. 
Dwindling    and  starvation  have  taken  serious  toll  of  the  colonies,  but 
package  bees  are  aiding  in  many  apiaries  to  bring  the  number  of  colonies  up 
to  those  of  a  year  ago.     Sales  have  been  rather  scattered. 

Considerable  honey  remains  unsold,  both  comb  and  extracted,  especially 
the  Light  Amber  to  Amber  grades.     Sales  reported,  White  extracted  60s 

b~^,  small  pails  S-1C^;  Light  Amber,  60s  6<fi,  small  pails  g|-10^;'  Park  Amber, 
small  pails  6^.    No.l  -White  comb' reported  sold  at  $2.40-3.00  per  case,  Light 
Amber  $2.2^-3.00  per  case.    Beeswax  is  reported  slightly  lower  and  selling 
around  1^  per  lb.  in  cash,  lg^  per  lb.  in  trade. 

NORTHEASTERN  STATES: 

.Tew  York.      Bees  wintered  outdoors  are  generally  strong, though  short 
of  food  in  many  cases;  cellar-wintered  bees  are  fair.    Much  feeding  is  going 
on  and  thousands  of  colonies  will  starve  or  be  too  weak  to  store  clover  honey 
unless  fed  very  soon.    The  backward  weather  is  retarding  fruit  bloom,  and  bees 
nave  liUle  to  T?ork  on  so  far,  except,  peach,  cherry  and  maple  blossoms.  About 
the  usual  number  of  colonies  arc  being  moved  into  the  orchards  by  rental  or 
purchase  for  pollination  purposes.    The  charge  is  usually  around  $3.00  per 
colony.    Package  bees  are  much  less  used  than  strong  mlrmips  for  this  purpose. 
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PLAINS  AREA  (Continued) 

New  York  (continued)-      Clover  appears  to  be  in  good  condition,  though 
in  many  cases  not  as  far  advanced  as  it  was  last  year  at  this  tine.  Many 
beekeepers  still  have  snail  lots  of  1931  comb  honey  on  hand  which  has  become 
candied,  "but  these  beekeepers  are  said  to  have  made  little  effort  to  sell 
locally.    Supplies  of  UThite  extracted  are  light.    Sales  reported  of  White 
extracted,  ton  lots  6~7$*  per  lb.,  60s  7-g^,»  snail  pails  9-10^;  Light  Amber,' 
tcn  lots  5^;  Buckwheat,  large  lots  60s  5-6^,  snail  pails  6-7^  per  lb.

Con- 
siderable nectar  has  been  brought  in  by  the  bees,  and  they  have  been  developing 
brood  rapidly.  Clover  looks  pronising,  following  the  plentiful  rainfall. 

Connecticut.    The  season  has  been  very  badkward.    Most  cf  April  was ; 
unusually  cold  and  so  far  a  succession  of  cool,. cloudy,  rainy  weather  in  May 
has  delayed  fruit  bloom  and  made -it  necessary  to  feed  bees  longer  than  usual. 
Apple  bios sons  are  starting  to  open,  but  bees  have  been  working  on  pears, 
peaches  and  pluns  when  the  weather  has  been  favorable.    Bees  are  below  nornal 
to  date  and  building  up  slowly.    Many  orchards  are  using  bees  for  pollination, 

SOUTH  ATLANTIC  STATES t 

Maryland.    Excellent  weather  during  the  apple  blcon  helped  bees  in 
orchards  to  store  considerable  honey.    Extra  strong  colonies  stored  about 
40  pounds.    Bees  not  in  reach  of  apple  orchards,  however,  have  had  to  be  fed. 
The  main  honey  flow  is  expected  to  start  within  a  few  days,  and  the'  outlook 
for  a  good  nectar  flow  is  favorable, 

Virginia.      Half  the  colonies  are  not  strong  enough  to  gather  honey 
at  this  tine.    Weak  colonies  have  not  recovered  fron  the  March  freeze,  but  a 
good  flow  fron  sourwood  in  June  and  July  is  hoped  for. 

West  Virginia.  Bees  had  a  severe  setback  when  so  nuch  brood  was 

chilled  in  March,  but  this  is  f  act /regfiiied,  and  as  nost  of  the  surplus  honey 
cones  fron  sourwood  and  basswood  there  is  still  anple  tine  for  the  bees  to  build 
up.    Ho  swarming  yet  reported.    Stores  are  short  and  considerable  feeding  has 
been  necessary.    White  clover  is  beginning  to  bloon  and  a  heavy  flow  of  nectar 
is  in  prospect. 

j^^j2-C&ro  1  ina.      Bees  are  gathering  nectar  fron  blackberry,  which  is 
yielding  heavily,  and  they  worked  actively  on  crinson  clover  for  several  days. 
Spring  dwindling  caused  heavy  losses,  sone  beekeepers  losing  as  high  as  25  per 
cent. ^  Most  colonies  have  plenty  of  brood  now,  but  so  far  there  has  been  little 
swaming.    Much  old  crop  honey  remains  unsold,  ■'* 

SOUTHEASTERN  STATES! 

Southern  C-eorgia.     Sone  areas  have  had  a  little  rain  during  the  pagt 
two  weeks  but  all  sections  need  more. rain,    Forest  honey  plants  are  suffering 
frcn  the  continued  severe  drouth,-    Plants  are  opening  irregularly,  and  the 
flowering  period  is  expected  to  be  twice  as  long  as  usual.     Sone  gallb'erry, 
tupelo  and  tulip  trees  are  in  full  bloon,  while  others  are  not  even  in  bud. 
Strong  colonies  are  growing  weaker  with  less  brood,  and  sone  weak  colonies  are 
swaming. and  disappearing.    Apparently,  however,  swaming  has  been  nuch  less 
than  nornal.  The  market  is  very  .-dull  and;. weak.    Best  extracted  honey  in  barrels 
and  60s  is  selling  at  5^-6^  per  lb.,  with  of f  grades  at  2^  per  lb.  Chunk 
honey  brings  \\<ft  per  lb.  more  than  extracted, 

Northern  .Florida.    Due  to  shortage  of  pollen  during  the  spring  season 
nost  bees  are  weak,  though  occasional  apiaries  appear  to  be  in  good  shape. 
The  Tupelo  crop  will  be  short,  due  to  the  extrenely  dry, cold  weather,  Sone 
beekeepers  expect  half  of  a  nornal  crop;  others  state  that  they  will  make  no 
surplus. 

Southern  Florida.      Bees  are  getting  sone  nectar  frori  early  palmetto 
and  late  orange  but  the  weather  has  been  too  'dry  for  a  heavy  flow  fron  either 
scurce.    Few  sales  Light  extracted  reported  in  small  pails  at  10$  per  lb. 
Considerable  honey  remains  unsold  fron  last  year's,  crop, 

Alabama.      Demand  for  queens  and  package  bees  is  reported  much  better 
than  expected,  according  to  some  reporters,  while  others  state  that  their 
business  has  been  extrenely  dull.    Honey  plants  are  coning  out  after  the  freeze, 
and  the  spring  honey  flow  is  now  fairly  good.    Swarming  was  delayed  fully  a 
nonth. 

Mississippi.  Bees  are  reported  in  good  shape.  The  honey  plants  are 
late  in  blooming  and  do  not  seem  to  be  yielding  nuch  nectar.  Sales  reported 
of  Amber  Extracted  of  good  flavor  in  small  pails  at  9^  per  lb. 

Louisiana.      Bees  are  said  to  be  in  good  condition  and  ara  securing 
nectar  fron  white  clover >  persimmon  and  blue  vervain.    Cool  winds  and  dry 
weather  are  combined  to  curtail  the  yield,  and  the  average  gain  so  far  by 
scale  colonies  is  reported  less  than  half  of  that  reported  in  the  sane  period 
last  year.    Many  beekeepers  look  for  only  half  a  crop  this  year.    Few  sales 
last  year's  crop  Anber  extracted  reported  at  25^  per  gallon  in  barrels. 

PORTO  RICO;  " 

Sone  extracting  reported,  but  continuous  heavy  rains  have  prevailed 
throughout  the  Island  for  some  days.    Prices  are  reported  low, 
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In  spite  of  the  exceptionally  mild  winter  east  of  the  Rockies,  spring 
has  'been  so  backward  that  nectar  bearing  plants  have  been  late  in  blooming* 
Feeding  has  been  necessary  in  many  apiaries,  and  spring  dwindling,  where 
proper  care  was  not  taken  of  the  colonies,  has  been  serious*    Losses,  both 
winter  and  spring  combined,  have  been  exceptional*    Sroodrearing  has  been 
active,  however,  and'  colonies  have  been  building  up  rapidly  when  the  weather 
permitted  them  to  fly.    Business  in  package  bees  find  queens  has  been  heavier 
than  anticipated  a  few  weeks  ago,  and  an  increase  in  package  bee  shipments 
can  be  expected  after  May  loth,  when  lower  express  rates  are  in  effect. 
An  exceptionally  heavy  dandelion  flow  is  reported  in  many  areas,  with  bees 
gathering  considerable  surplus.     Surplus  has  also  been  obtained    from  fruit 
bloom  when  weather  permitted  bees  to  work  actively  on  this  source.  Cool 
weather  and  rain  cut  short  the  early  crop  in  Texas,  and  cool,  windy  weather 
curtailed  the  orange  flow  in  Southern  California.     The  quality  of  the  honey 
extracted  so  far  in  Texas  and  California  is  reported  above  average  on  the ' whclt 

Demand  for  honey  from  large  bottlers  and  from  abroad  shows  no  im- 
provement, but  local  sales  maintain  a  fair  volume  where  beekeepers  are  active 
in  stimulating  the  demand..     Opening  prices  in  California  are  much  below  last 
year  «s  early  prices.     Considerable  honey  of  the  133!  crop  remains  in  scattered 
lots  over  the  country,  of  course,  but  only  in  the  Southeastern  section  do  these 
stocks  appear  to  present  a  serious  problem.     The  report  from  most  areas  is 
that  honey  stocks  are  far  below  normal*

CALIECR  NI A  POINT  S : 

Southern-  California.    Cool  nights  and  cloudy,  foggy  days  have  interfered 
to  some  extent  with  nectar  secretion  and  the  activity  of  the  bees.  Excessive 
swarming  is  also  reducing  the  surplus  honey  crop  though  resulting  in  much 
increase.    Many'  Colonies  have  issued  as-many  as  three  swarms.     However,  the 
bees  have  been  actively  storing  honey,  arid  the  early  sage^n  some  sections 
has  been  the  largest  in  several  years.    Many  beekeepers  have  made  a  30-pound 
average  surplus  and  some  already  have  a  case  to  the  colony  or  more,  principally 
from  sage.     The  quality  of  this  early  sage  flow  is  excellent  and  the  color  is 
generally  extra  white  or  water  white.     Mustard  yielded  exceptionally  well  and 
some  beekeepers  along  the  southern  coast  already  have  60  to  100  pounds  surplus ^ 
from  mustard  and  other -early  wild  bloom.     Although  black  sage  and  wild  alfalfa,' 
which  bloomed  profusely,  are  drying  up,  white  sage  is  blooming  and  a  flow  from 
Inickwheat  will  start  soon.     Sumac  is  budding,  with  prospects  encouraging  for 
a  flow.     Hard  winds  in  the  Imperial  Valley  have  restricted  bee  activity  in  that 
section  ard  the  low  price  of  alfalfa  hay  caused  many  farmers  to  let  their 
fields  go  without  irrigation,  thus  making  it  harder  for  the  bees  to  make  a 
surplus.    Although  estimates  of  the  size  of  the  orange  yield  vary,  it  appears 
certain  that  this  year  >s  outturn  is  considerably  larger  than  that  of  last  year, 
and  with  a  much  larger  proportion  of  the  lighter-colored  grades.     In  fact,  the 
amount  of  dark  or  amber  honey  produced  from  any  source  this  season  will 
apparently  be  comparatively  small. 

The  export  situation  shows  no  imporvemer.t,  duo  to  European  tariffs, 
various  import  restrictions,  and  the  competition  of  light- colored  honey  from 
Central  and  South  America,  which  is  being  offered  at  extremely  low  prices. 
Although  the  local  retail  demand  is  fairly  good,  the  wholesale  demand  is  light, 
partly  beca.use  'cf  the  usual  seasonal  dullness  and  partly  because  buyers  are 
awaiting  further  stabilization  of  the  market.     Prices  show  a  slightly  weaker

Central  California.    Temperatures  during  this  period  have  held  normal 
and  showers  have  been  inconsequential.     Second  cutting  of  alfalfa  hay  is  under 
way,  and  bees  have  gathered  a  little  nectar  from  alfalfa.     Spikeweed  has  also 
yielded  lightly.    Buckwheat  plants  are  said  to  be  in  excellent  condition  but 
need  warmer  weather  and  less  wind  for  best  yields.     Intensive  swarming  has 
left  many  colonies  sub-normal  in  numbers  and  some  are  queenless.     The  orange 
flow  is  said  to  have  closed  with  even  lighter  yield  than  estimated  earlier  and 
much  less  than  that  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State.

SUMMARY 

Clover  plants  have  been  greatly  benefited  by  the  recent  rainfall  and 
prospects  for  a  flow  from  white  clover  and  sweet  clover  arc  now  encouraging  in 
nearly  all  sections.    The  dandelion  flow  was  of  record-breaking  volume  in  a 
number  of  areas  and  bees  also' worked  well  on  fruit  bloom.    Broodrearing  has  con- 
tinued and  colony  strength  is  much  better  than  appeared  likely  early  in  the  season 
following  the  extremely  serious  winter  losses  and  spring  dwindling.    Purchasing  of 
package  bees  and  queens  hasbeen  much  heavier  than  anticipated  early  in  the  season, 
due  in  part  to  the  lower  express  ratesin  effect  May  lo.     The  early  crop  in 
California  from  orange  and  sage  is  not  only  larger  than  that  of  last  year  but  of 
unusually  fine  quality.    Sp.rly  surplus  in  Georgia  and  Florida  has  been  very  much 
curtailed  because  of  the  unfavorable  weather. 

Supjliet:  of  old  crop  honey  appear  to  be  very  short  almost  everywhere  except 
the  Southeastern  States,  though  occo.sional  beekeepers  in  the  Clover  Belt  and  the 
Mountain  States  still  have  much  honey  on  hand.    Local  demand  for  honey  continues 
good  where  beekeepers  make  a  personal  effort  to  dispose  of  their  crop,  but 'whole sale 
demand  and  the  export  business  are  both  light.

CALIFORNIA  POILTTSt 

Southern  California.      Though  recently  it  has  been  warm  and  fair  the 
weather  during  the  past  two  weeks  has  "been  cooler  than  normal.     The  entire 
spring',  in  fact,  has  "been  cool  and  this  has  delayed  the  alfalfa  crop  in  the 
Imperial  Valley.     It  is  said  that  the  lateness  of  the  crop  should  help  the 
quality  of  the  honey  both  in  color  and  body,   though  it  may  lessen  the  volume  of 
honey  produced.     Near  the  Coast  honey  plants  have  dried  up  "but  white  sage  is 
still  "blooming  profusely  in  the  higher  altitudes.    Buckwheat  is  reported  looking 
well,  and  prospects  for  a  flow  from  this  source  are  good,  and  sumac  has  started 
to  bloom.     The  desert  slopes,  it  is  thought,  will  produce  quite  heavily  if  the 
weather  continues  favorable,  and  the  quality  of  the  honey  so  far  extracted  is 
said  to  "be' much  superior  to  that  of  a  year  ago,    much  of  the  sage  honey 
approaching  Hater  White.     The  flow  of  sage  honey  is  said  to  be  the  1  argest  since 
1926.    Early  reports  of  a  large  flow  of  orange  honey  were  based  on  the  fact  that 
weather  conditions  were  favorable  and  individual  colony  yields  were  high. 
However,  recent  inquiries  indicate  that  the  total  amount  of  orange  honey  in  this 
year 's  crop  may  not  exceed  that  of  l.-^st  year  "because  so  many  producers  placed 
their  colonies  in  the  sage  locations  rather  than  in  the  orange  groves.     A  little 
new  crop 'alfalfa  and  cantaloupe  honey  is  being  extracted  in  the  Imperial  Valley 
.but  extracting  there  is  not  yet  general.    Bees  have  been  active  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  season  and  even  experienced  beekeepers  have  found  it  difficult  to 
control  swarming,  with  the  mother  colonies  weakened  or  deple  ted  in  many 
instances. 

Seles  direct  to  consumers  continue  fairly  good,  but  large  lot  purchases 
are  slow.     The  market  price  continue sab out  steady  though  price  cutting  on  the 
part  of  a  few  has  weakened  the  market.

Idaho.     Cool  and  cloudy  weather  has  kept  bees,  in  the  hives,  and  has  re- 
garded queen  breeding.     Colonies  are  strong  in  bees  and  should  be  in  shape  xor 
the  main  flow.     The  dandelion  flow  is  reported  over. 

Utah .     Th.e  spring  has  been,  abnormally  wet  to  date,  with  not  only  much 
rainfall  but  some  r ecent  snowfall  in  the  upper  valleys.

The  heavy 
winter  and  spring  losses  have  been  largely  made t up  by  package  bees,  though 
colonies  have  built  up  slowly  because  of  the  cold,  rainy  weather  of  the  past  two 
weeks.

Utah..  In  spite  of  the  heavy  winter  and  spring  loss,  prospects  look 
encouraging  for  a  good  honey  crop.  The  alfalfa  bloom  is  reported  unusually 
plentiful,  with  an  excellent  nectar  flow,  and  large  yields  of  honey  are  being 
reported,  especially  from  the  Uinta  B^sin  section.  Sweet  clover  plants  are 
scarce  because  of  the  extreme  drouth  of  the  pest  two  years,  but  other  honey 
plants  are  plentiful  and  the  second  crop  of  alfalfa  is  now  coming  into  bloom 
in  the  lower  valleys.     Many  beekeepers  report  having  trouble  with  swarming. 

Nevada.      Here  also  beekeepers  are  having  trouble  preventing  swarming. 
However,  colonies  are  in  good  condition  and  winter  losses  havr     been  largely 
made  up  by  package  bees.    Bees  -were  working  in  comb  honey  supers  unusually 
early  this  season.     The  heavy  rains  of  the  past  two  weeks  should  be  of  benefit 
to  remaining  nectar— bearing  plants. 

ARIZONA: 

The  flow  from  mesquite  and  catsclaw  hasbeen  spotted,  some  areas  re- 
porting Very  little  while  other  sections,  especially  in  the  extreme  Southern 
pirt  of  the  St'ate"7  report  a  good  crop.     It  has  been  unseasonably  hot  and  rains 
are  badly  needed. 

SOUTHWESTERN  STATES; 

Southcentral  and  Southwestern  Texas.     The  weather  hasbeen  dry,  and  honey 
plants  in  some  locations  "have  suffered  for  lack  of  water.     The  expected  heavy 
:horsemint  flow  was  cut  short  in  many  sections  by  the  dry  weather,  and  drouth 
may  also  curtail  the  surplus  from  cotton.  ,  Some  beekeepers,  however,  have  taken 
off  from  2[)  to  50  potinds  surplus,  with  occasional  coloni esobtaining  100  pottnds 
surplus  from  marigold,  horsemint,  and  other  sources.     The  second  mesquite  flow, 
which  is  normally  expected  in  July,  is  considered  doubtful  this  year.  Sales

Oklahoma..      Bees  are  working  well  -on  sweet  clover  and  sumac,  and^con- 
tinue  to  obtain  a  fair  flow.    Though  a  few  local  sections  are  still  dry  the 
State  as  a  whole  has  plenty  cf  moisture.    Very  little  swarming  reported.

Prequent  rainfall  until  about  the  20th  of  June  kept  bees  in  the 
hives    most  of  the  time,  but  since  then  they  have  been  able  to  work  nearly  ever} 
day  on  the  abundant  bloom  from  white  clover  and  early  sweet  clover.    Bees  and 
honey  plants  are  in  fine  shape.     3asswood  isabout  ready  to  bloom,  with  trees 
well  filled  with  buds.     Some  swarming  has  started,  bub  honey  prices  are  so  low 
that  beekeepers  do  not  appear  anxious  to  bother  with  catching  the  swarms. 

Kansas  and  Nebraska.    The  earlier  abundant  rainfall  kept  bees  in  the 
hives  so  much  that  swarming  was  frequent  and  in  some  cases  abnormal.

NORTH  CENTRAL  AM)  TMOT  CENTRAL  STATE S : 

Michigan,  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota*    Bees  have  built  up  exceptionally 
well  almost  everywhere,  and  are  in  fine  shape  to  gather  nectar.    Most  colonies 
are  storing  some  honey  in  supers  from  alfalfa,  alsike,  sweet  clover,  raspberries 
and  milkweed.     The  flow  frc-    white  clover,  however,  is  uncertain,  as  so  few 
plants  came  through  the  winter,  and  in  some  sections  remaining  plants  are  not 
yielding  well,  partly  because  of  cool  weather  though  others  report  a  good  flow 
from  white  clover  also.     Strong  colonies  are  said  to  be  gaining  up  to  5  pounds 
a  day,  with  occasional  colonies  even  better,  and  with  many  colonies  having  at 
least  a  super  ready  for  extracting.

New  York.      Al though ( showers  have  .fallen  recently,  continued  cool  and 
mostly  dry  weather  has  greatly  reduced  the  Torospect  of  a  good  crop  of  clover 
honey,  and  "beekeepers  generally  l$ok  for  a  crop  "below  normal.    Recent  frosts 
have  occurred  in  many  places ,  with  some  snow, in  the  Adirondacks ,  keeping  bees  in 
the  hives.

Bees  are  in  good  condition, 
and  though  it  has  been  rather  dry  beekeepers  are  optimistic  over  the  prospect 
of  a  flow  from  clover,  sumac  and  other  sources.     Some  think  the  prospect  is 
the  best  in  10  years.' 

SOUTH  ATLANTIC  STATES: 

■  Maryland.     Clover  is  said  to  have  been  revived  by  recent  rains,  and  a 
little  nectar  is  still  coming  in  from  white  and  sweet  clover,  though  the  main 
flow  from  white  and  alsike  clovers  is  ah out  over.    A  light  flow  is  on  from  . 
sumac.,,  and  prospects  are  for  a  good  flow  from  basswood  during  the  next  few  days. 

"  West  Virginia.     Some  sections  report  that  extremely  dry  weather  is     "  > 
hindering  bees  from  working  on  clover,  though  in  other  sections  colonies  are 
said  to  be  working  already  on  their-  fourth  super  of  honey..   A  surplus  of  20  to 
kO  pounds  was  made  'from  locust  and  poplar.

North  Carolina.     The  flow  from  crimson  clover  was  very  short  this  year, 
hut  bees  are  working  on  other  plants  and  some  expect  a  nectar  flow  fully  up  to 
normal.

South  Georgia.      The  main  flow  is  now  over,  with  little  surplus  re- 
ported.

Northern  Florida.     The  tupelo  flow  appears  to  be  a  complete  failure  along 
the  Apalachicola  Riv.er,  and  many  beekeepers  are  satisfied  if  the  bees  obtain 
enough  to  carry  them  over  the  coming  winter.     Some  beekeepers  still  have  snail 
lots  of  Tupelo  honey  left  over  from  the  1-931  crop. 

Southern  Florida.     Bees  are  in  good  condition,  with  hives  full  of  young 
bees.     The  spring  crop,  however,  was  short,  amounting,  it  is  said,  to  hardly  25 
per  cent  of  the  usual  flow.     Few  small  pails  reported  selling  at  10^  per  lb. 
Much  honey  remains  on  hand  from  the  1931  crop. 

'  Mississippi.      The  flow  has  "been  exceptionally  spotted.'    RaW  weather 
during  its  bloom  checked  the  gallberry  flow.     Some  bees  are  storing  heavily  from 
honeydew.     Coning  prospects  are  not  encouraging.,    Snail  pails  have  brought  Bgfi 
per  lb,',  ton  lot  sale,  oi  Larl'' Mixed  extracted,  .lC>30  crop,  reported  at  k<p  per 
lb. 
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SOUTHEASTERN  STATES  CONTIFJED: 

Louisiana.      The  dry  weather  is  cutting  the  crop  short,  on  the  whole. 
In  some  areas  the  crop  is  small,  yet  in  others  the  bees  have  .stored  much  honey. 
Surplus  flow  from  willow  reported  to  have  averaged  from  20  to  120  pounds  per 
colony  in  three  weeks!  time.      Blue  vervain,  honey  locust  and  sarsaparilla  vine 
are  secreting  heavily  at  present,  while  buttonwood  and  pepper  vine,  are  just 
coming  in,  and  the  cotton  is  also  just  starting  to  bloom,     Orders  for  queens 
are  reported  to  be  holding  up  well,  and  some  package  bee  shippers  have  done  the 
most  business  in  their  history,  though  at  low  prices.     Sales  reported  of  Amber 
extracted  at  U^'per  lb.,  small  pails  %^<p  per  lb.     Some  new  crop  honey  in  barrels 
reported  sold  at  27^  per  gallon.

PORTO  RICO: 

Weather  conditions  have  been  favorable,  but  market  conditions  do  not 
encourage  much  activity  on  the  part  of  the  beekeepers.  Many  are  said  to  be 
giving  up  their  apiaries  because  of  low  prices. 


SUMMARY 

The  prospective  size  of  the* 1932, crop. of  honey  is  even. more  uncertain  than 
it  was  earlier  in  the  season.     The  Plains  Area,  on  the  whole,  is  apprently 
securing  an  unusually  fine  crop  of  honey.     Some  sections  of  the  East "Central  States 
also  report  a  bumper  flow  of  nectar.     Often,  however,  in  the  Clover  B0lt  scarcity 
f£  clover  plants  and  unfavorable  weather  conditions,-  cool  weather,  lack  of  rain- 
fall and  in  a  few  sections  too  much  rain,  have  cut  prospects  sharply.  Generally, 
the  main  flow'  is  expected  from  sweet  clover.    Basswood  prospects  appear  the  best  in 
many  years,  but  of  course  basswood'  trees  are  now  scattered.     Smarming  has  been 
abnormal   almost  everywhere,  induced  partly  by  cool,  rainy  weather,  which  kept  bees 
in  the  hives  when  they  would  normally  have  been  gathering  ne  ctar.     Conditions  in 
the  Mountain  Sta'ces  are  irregular,  but  where  colonies  were  built  up  from  package 
bees  a  fair  flow  is  in  prospect  except  in  Eastern  Colorado.     The  Southern  spring 
flow  was  short  almost,  everywhere,  and  in  prtsof  South  Georgia  and  Northern  Florida, 
beekeepers  are  finding  it  even  necessary  to  feed  some' of  their  colonies.  Prices 
show  no  improvement,  and  are  in  fact  often  lower.    Yet  while  some  beekeepers  are 
discouraged  and  pre  selling'  their  apiaries,  others  realize  that  producers  of  many 
other  farm  commodities  are  still  worse  off,  and  are  going  ahead  in  an  effort  to 
obtain  as  much  honey  as  possible,  in  the  hope  that  personal  efforts  will  enable 
them  to  sell  the  honey  at  a  reasonably  fair  price.

CALIFORNIA  POINTS: 


Southern  California.     Temperatures  during  the  past  two  weeks  have  been 
slightly  below  normal  for  this  season  of  the  year,  with  some  cloudiness  along 
the  Coast,  but  practically  no  precipitation.     Extracting  is  about  over  for  the 
season,  with  the  fading  of  wild  flowers  in  many  districts.     3uc!cwheat  is  -still 
actively  in  bloom  in  some  sections,  and  beer,  are  still  getting  nectar  from  white 
sage,  sumac  and  hollj1-.    Blue  curl  and  turkey  mullein  look  well  in  the  stubble 
fields.     Nectar  plants  on  the  desert  slopes  are  reported  to  be  still  yielding 
some  nectar.    Broodrearing  is  reported  heavy,  with  colonies  in  excellont  con- 
dition.    Extracting  of  alfalfa  honey  in  the  Imperial  Va- lev  is  well  under  way, 
with  prospects  for  a  good  flow,  although  probably  not  larger  than  that  of  last 
year.     The  low  prices  for  alfalfa  liny  delayed  cutting,  thus  increasing  the  honey 
flow,  but  this  factor  was  balanced  by  a  shortage  of  irrigation  water  in  some 
areas. 

Small  lots  of  honey  have  been  exported  but  demand  has  been  very  limited. 
Prices  to  beekeepers  are  holding  about  steady,  though  prices  have  weakened  in' 
some  individual  cases.     Further,  many  beekeepers  are  said  to  be  selling  honey  in 
retail  quantities  at  wholesale  prices,  which  is  a  further  weakening  factor.

In  favorable  vegetable  areas  some 
colonics  have  produced  200  pounds  surplus,  With  good  prospects  for  the  remainder 
of  the  season.     Cotton  is  not  yet  in  bloom.     Demand  for  honey  continues  limited, 
with  lit;lc  buying  or  selling  reported.

This  is  favorable  for 
secretion  from  alfalfa  and  star  thistle,  nnd  thistle  plants  are  now  blooming 
freely,     ihe  mountain  flowers  have  been  yielding  well.     Toy  on  or  Christmas 
berry  has  produced  a  surplus  above  expectations.     Holly  has  produced  heavily  in 
some  areas,  and  a  light  flow  is  on  from  eucalyptus.     The  principal  honey  plant 
along  the  Sacramento  River  is  lippia  or  carpet  grass.

Yellow  sweet  clover  is  about  over,  but 
white. sweet  clover  is  in  bloom  and  bees  are  working  on  it.     Some  sections, 
however,  report  that • web  worms  and  grasshoppers  have  sharply  curtailed  the  flow 
from  both  alfalfa,  and  sweet  clover.    1  In  the  San  Luis  Valley,  however,  where 
irrigation  water  is  ample,  prospects  are  fair  to  good,  with  bees  storing  honey 
from  sweet  clover,  and  colonies  are  in  fairly  good  condition.

Bees  are  in  good  shape  and  so  are  sweet  clover  and  alfalfa,  plants^ 
though  some  sections  still  need  rain.  •  Colonies  in  the  mountains  are  reported  to 
have  an  80-pound  average  already,  but  bees  in'  the  Valley  have  not  done  so  well. 

Idaho.    Winter  losses  are  now  mostly  ma.de  up,  principally  from  package 
bees.     Rain  has  fallen  recently,  but  previously  it  was  warm  and  dry,  with  a  few 
windy  days.,    The  weevil  has  been  so  bad  that  much  of  the  alfalfa  was  cut  before 
blooming,,  which  has  reduced  the  daily  gain  of  nectar.

SWiARY 


With    a    country  as  large  as  the  United  States  one  cannot,  of  course, 
expect  uniformity  in  the  size  of  the  honey  crop,  or  in  the  condition  of  the 
colonies,  but  it  seems  as  if  this  year  conditions  vary  even  more  widely  than  usual. 
This  is  true  not  only  far  the  country  as  a  whole,  but  for  the  individual  sections*, 
one  apiary  reporting  twice -as  much  honey  as  another  only  twenty  miles  away. 
Generally  speaking,  indications  are  that  the  Plains  Area  and  most  of  the  Clover 
Belt  will  have  a  good  crop  of  honey,-  end  in  occasional  sections  a  bumper  crop. 
However,  -from  Few  York  State  ajid  Pennsylvania  west  through  Northwestern  Ohio  and 
Wisconsin  beekeepers  feel  that  the  crop  will  generally  be  light  and  in  some  cas:es 
extremely  light.     The  condition  in  the  Intermountain  section  is  also  badly  spatted, 
with  Eastern  Colorado  apparently  having  the  poorest  prospects  and  parts,  of  Utah 
having  the. bee- 1  prospects.     The  Pacific  Coa.st  apparently- has  a  crop  normal ' or 
better.     The  worst  outlook  seems  to  be  in  the  Southeastern  States,  especially  in 
South  Georgia  and  Northern  Florida  where  beekeepers  will  take  off  very  little  . 
surplus,  and  in  many  cases  none.     In  most  sections  the.  quality  of  the" 1932  honey 
appears  to  be  superior  to  that  of  last  year,  ane  the  color  is  usually  lighter.

Russia,         United  States,  (5)  Haiti,  (6)   Chile,  etcetera.     Several  dealers  have 
been  interviewed  regarding  this  declining  position  of  United  States  honey.  They 
agree  that  it  is  attributable  to  lowered  buying  power  in  Gormany  which  results  in 
slack  demand,  especially  for  the  more  expensive  grades  supplied  by  the  United 
States.     Comparatively  unimportant  factors  in  the  honey  trade  include  foreign  ex- 
change difficulties  and  the  fact  that  United  States  honey  as  a  rule  has  a  compcra- 
tively  low  diastase  content.    As  previously  reported  (l)   the  German  trade  decidedly 
prefers  a  thick  granulated  honey,  and  (2)   there  is  a  persistent  belief,  bora; out 
to  seme  extent  by  tests,  that  American  liquid  honey  has  been  too  much  heated,  thus 
materially 'weakening  the  diastatic  ferments.    However,  this  phase  of  the  matter  is 
at  present  of  much  less  importance  than  the  lowered  buying  power  in  Germany.

The  relatively  well  maintained  prices  of  German  honey  are  said  to  be  'due  to 
the  smallness  of  stocks  compared  with  those  on  July  C,  1931* 

Distribution  Channels  Well  Established.     Some  confusion  has  recently  re- 
sulted from  inquiries  originating  in  the  interior  of  Germany  as  well  as  'in 
surrounding  countries  which  have  come  to  the  attention  of  American  sellers.  While 
these  inland  firms  may  be  technically  considered  as  "  whole  3  al  ers" ,  nevertheless, 
they  are  usually  not  in  a  position  to  order  more  than  a  few  barrels  at  a  time x which 
transaction's  are  not  likely  to  prove  profitable  or  satisfactory  in  the  long  run. 
As  previously  reported,  importations  are  handled  almost  exclusively  at  the  ports 
of  Hamburg  and  Bremen  by  (l)   importers',    (2)   importers  who  may  at  the  same  time  be 
wholesalers  $  end  (3)   agents  who  sell  to  importers  and  wholesalers.     An'  ""importer" 
in  good  standing  who  ha-s  'an  eye  to  maintaining  his  reputation  will  sell  only  oc  a 
wholesaler.     However,  a  Hamburg  importer  will  sell  to  a  Bremen  wholesaler,  the 
latter  not  being  "inland". 

While  this  system  may  appear  cumbersome  or  unnecessary  to  a  foreign  supplier,- 
it  is  generally  adhered  to  by  all  regular  sellers  and  probably  offers  the  best 
prospects  for  long-time  satisfactory  relations.     It  will  be  readily  noted  that  the 
practice  in  vogue  pro\rides  no  direct  connection  between  foreign  suppliers  and 
inland  firms. 

. Prospects  Momentarily  Improved.    Due  to  the  small  stocks  and  fairly  well 
maintained  prices  during  the  past  few  weeks,  prospects  at  the  moment  are  that  the 
demand  may  improve  a  little.    Ultimate  import'  prospects  for  the  year  depend  largely 
on  local  production.     Thus  far  conditions  have  been  favorable  for  a  good  crop. 
However,  the  chief  source, heather,  is  just  coming  into  bloom  and  no  reliable  crop 
returns  will  appear  before  the  end  of  August.    Buying  power  is  not  likely  to  improve 
immediately.    Under  these  conditions  advertising  is  said  by  dealers  to  be  of 
doubtful  utility.     About  the  only  practical  means  available  to  American  sellers  to 
improve  their  turnover  appears  to  be  reduction  of  their  costs  so  as  to  meet  the 
strong  international  competition.

Northern  California.      Temperatures  have  been  slightly  warmer  here, 
comparatively,  than  further  south  in  the  State.     Precipitation  was  confined  to 
light  thunder  showers  in  the  mountain  districts  and  on  the  extreme  north  coast. 
Thistle  plants  are  looking  a  little  dry  for  this  early  in  the  season  but  so  far 
they  have  been  furnishing  considerable  nectar.     Alfalfa  honey  is  also  being- 
gathered,  in  some  cases  only  sufficient  to  stimulate  heavy  broodrearing,  but  in 
other  cases  furnishing  a  surplus,  though  less  than  first  expected.  Beekeepers 
are  busy  extracting  thistle  and  alfalfa  honey.

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INTSRMOUNTAIN  REGION: 

Although  Eastern  Colorado  will  have  a  light  crop  and  no  surplus  at  all 
in  some  sections,  most  of  the  rest  of  the  Mountain  States  expect  a  fair  crop 
and  in  some  sections  a  crop  well  above  average.     The  quality  of  the  new  crop 
honey  is  ahove  that  of  the  pest  two  years.     Some  report  a  good  inquiry  already 
for  new  crop  honey,  hut  few  sales  of  new  honey  yet  reported.     Old  crop  honey  is 
now  getting  light  and  though  some  "beekeepers  still  have  honey  on  hand  many  have 
sold  out  completely.

In  other 
sections,  however,  beekeepers  advise  that  they  do  not  expect  much  more  than 
enough  to  carry  the  bees  over  the  winter.     Extracting  has  just  started.  The 
Western  Slope  reports  a  much  better'  condition  and  a  much  heavier  flow  than  that 
of  last  year.  ■  Because  of  the  heavy  swarming  colonies  are  not  sufficiently 
strong,  however,  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  flow.    Although  it  is  hot  and  dry 
there  is  ample  water  for  irrigation. 

Wyoming.      Bees  are  still  securing  considerable  nectar,  btit  plants  are 
commenci^Tg  to  dry  up  and  rain  is  bacly  needed.     Extracting  is  just  starting. 

Idaho.      The  honey  flow  closed  abruptly  when  the  first  crop  of  alfalfa 
was  cut,  and  sweet  clover  plants  are  not  sufficiently  abundant  to  bring  in  much 
surplus. 

Montana.     Cropt  conditions  vary  over  the  State".    Beekeepers,  where  rain 
is  needed  badly,  look  for  a  rather  short  crop,  but  others  report  the  best  honey 
flow  in  years,  with  'a     scale  hive  showing  a  daily  gain  of  11  pounds.  Fall 
prospects  are  reported  good. 

Utah.      Conditions  are  irregular  over  the  State.     In  some  areas  the  flow 
continues  in  good  volume  and  though  roin  would  be  helpful  some  colonies  have 
already  made  100  pounds  of  comb  honey  and  150  pounds  of  extracted.    A  16- -pound 
gain  reported  in  one  day  from  one  scale  colon;'-.     An  abundance  of  bloom  reported 
from  second  crop  alfalfa  which  was  left  for  seed.     Other  sections,  however,  have 
had  serious  weevil  damage  and  in  still  others  the  weather  has  been  tcO  cool  for 
nectar  secretion^  with  frosts  reported  early  in  July,  and  near-frosts  on,  several 
occasions  since.     In  these    areas  bees  have    been  idle  much  of  the. time  during 
the  past  two  weeks. 

Nevada.     Cool  weather  has  caused  the  flow  to  lessen  during  recent  weeks. 
However,  the  first  cutting  of  alfalfa  yielded  about  a  normal  crop,  and  present 
prospects  ore  for  a  good  flow  in  August  from  second  crop  alfalfa. 

ARIZONA: 

Conditions  in  Arizona  are  extremely  spotted.     Some  yprds  have  produced 
more  honey  than  for  years  but  generally  the  flow  appears  to  be  below  normal, 
and  many  have  secured  less  than  half  a  crop,  and  others  little  or  none.  However, 
due  to  the  cool  nights  the  honey  flow  is  being  prolonged.     Prices  are  the  lowest 
in  years  and  many  beekeepers  are  holding,  hoping  for  a  better  market.  Sales 
reported  of  Light  Amber  to  Extra.

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PLAINS  AREA:  '  *  . 

Red  River  Valley  of  Mjngiesota^njL^prth  Dakota.      Extremely  hot,  dry 
weather" has  prevailed  during  the  pact  two  weeks,  with  drying  winds,  and  many^ 
colonies  have  made  little  gain,  while  3orae  have  even  lost  weight.     Some  section; 
where  rain  has  fallen  are  in  "better  shape.     Moisture  is  badly  needed  for  both 
this  year 's  crop  and  the  young  plants  for  next  year.    Basswood  "bloomed  well  but 
did  not  yield  much  nectar.    Many  sweet  clover  fields  are  now  brown,  and  grass- 
hoppers are  doing  much  damage  to  both  sweet  clover 'and  alfalfa  fields.  Sales 
reported  of  large  lots  White  extracted  at  tH6}^  per  lb.  ,  snail  pails        per  lb.

Colonies  are  in  good  condition  and  will  be  able  to  take  advantage  of  a  later 
flow    if  it  develops. 

Iowa.    Recent  rainfall  has  been  helpful  to  nectar-bearing  plants  and  has 
improved  prospects  for  second  growth  alfalfa  and  for  heartsease.  Previously 
bees  had  made  little  or  no  surplus  for  two  weeks  because  of  hot,  dry  weather. 
Basswood  was  abundant  and  is  showing  in  all  honey  now  being  taken  off.  The 
quality  of  this  year's  honey  is  reported  superior  to  that  of  a  year  ago,  but  th« 
total  output  will  be  less  than  anticipated  earlier.     Sales  reported  of  White 
comb  at  $3»50-^.£0  per  case. 

Kansas  and  Nebraska.      Extremely  high  temperatures  and  dry  weather  cut 
off  the  honey  flow  in  many  sections  before  the  middle  of  the  month  though  late 
rains  and  lowered  temperatures  have  since  improved  conditions  somewhat.  Many 
large  beekeepers,  however,  have  a  normal  crop  of  honey  which  was  produced  befor 
the  hot  weather  cut  short  the  flow.    The  honey  is  of  fine  quality  and  light  in 
color.

NORTH  CENTRAL  AND  EAST  CENTRAL  STATES: 


Michigan,  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota.      Bees  are  still  securing  nectar 
from  white  sweet  clover,  but  most  other  plants  furnishing  white  honey  are  now 
over.     Prospects  for  a  fall  flow  are  generally  good,  especially  in  the  sweet 
clover  area,  but  the  rains  that  had  improved  the  nectar-bearing  plants  also 
hindered  the  activities  of  the  bees  and  lessened  the  flow  from  basswood  and 
clover.     However,  basswood  yielded  well  in  many  areas,  and  enabled  many  bee- 
keepers to  obtain  a  larger  honey  crop  than  seemed  likely  from  ground  plants 
alone.    Michigan  seems  to  have  in  general  a  better  crop  than  expected  earlier 
considering  the  light  stand  of  clover  other  than  sweet  clover,  though  even  ther 
the  flow  was  irregular,  ranging  from  60  to  125  pounds  surplus  in  the  same  count 
Hot  weather  and  lack  of  rain  cut  the  flow  short  in  parts  of  Minnesota,  and  the 
yield  in  Wisconsin  is  also  short,  though  a  fairly  good  basswood  flow  was 
obtained  in  both  States.

SUMMARY 

The  past  two  weeks  have  seen  a  slight  levelling  of  the  extremely  irregular 
conditions  indicated  in  our  last  report.

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE  ISSUES  REVISED  STANDARDS 
FOR  EXTRACTED  HONEY 

The  Department  issued,  on  July  22,  revised  grades  for  extracted  honey. 
The  main  difference  between  the  present  phrasing  and  that  in  the  grades  issued  in 
December,  1927,  is  in  clarification  of  language,  except  that  the  minimum  weight  i 
changed  from  12  pounds  to  the  gallon  to  11  pounds,  12  ounces  to  the  gallon.  A 
revision  of  the  standards  for  comb  honey  is  also  being  prepared.     Copies  of  the 
revised  grades  for  extracted  honey  can  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Bureau  01 
Agricultural  Economics,  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C. 


THE  HONEY  MARKET  IN  THE  BREMEN  CONSULAR,  DISTRICT 
From  Vice  Consul  Augustus  Ostertag,  Bremen,  Germany 
June  27,  1932. 

The  market  for  honey  in  the  Bremen  consular  district  is  reported  to  have 
been  qaiot during  the  month  of  May,  1932.    According  to  information  furnished  by 
local  importers  and  dealers,   the  stocks  of  honey  in  Germany  are  small  and  the  early 
honey  crops  are  not  as  Large  as  expected^  due  chiefly  to  the  cool,  unsettled  weather 
during  the  months  of  April  and  May.     It  is  thought,  however,  that  the  smaller  crop 
might  influance  the  demand  in  the  near  future  and  react  favorably  on  prices 
Compared  with  May,  1931 1 the  stocks  of  honey  in  Germany  may  be  described  as  low. 

The  imports  of  honey  into  Germany  during  the  first  quarter  of  1932  totaled^ 
approximately  1,132  metric  tons,  a  decrease  of  about  7  per  cent  when  compared  wit„ 
the  same  period  in  1931  when  imports  totaled  1,219  metric  tons.

West  Virginia.     The  sourwood  honey  flow  stopped  suddenly  about  August  k, 
and  bees  have  been  inactive  since  then.     As  considerable  rain  has  fallen, 
prospects  are  good  for  a  fall  crop  of  .  aster      honey.     Some  colonies  have  -made 
over  100  pounds  surplus  so  far,  with  the  average  in  some  commercial  apiaries 
given  as  g0  pounds,  of  fine  quality  and  flavor. 

Nprth  Carolina.    Beekeepers  have  experienced  a  heavy  loss  because  of 
cotton  being  poisoned  to  kill  the  boll  weevils.     Some  locations  are  not  securing 
any  nectar;  bees  in  other  areas  are  making  a  living.

Temperatures  have  recently  "been  abnormally  warm  over  much  of  the  country, 
especially  in  the  Rocky  Mbun tain  'and  ETortherh  Pacific,  areas,  which  has  tended  to 
shorten  the  mailt  nectar  flow.     Showers  have  "been  "better  distributed,  however,  > 
especially  over  the  Central  and  Eastern  States,  improving  prospects  for  a  fall  flow. 
The  prospective  size  of  the  main  honey  crop  continues  to  dwindle  for  the  country 
as  a  whole,  and  though  the  crop  will  probably  be  above  that  of  last  year  it  it  not 
likely  to  reach  normal,  judging' from  the  Opinions  of  "beekeepers  over  a  wide  area. 
Occasional  beekeepers  in  sections  whore  rainfall  has  been  favorable ,  and  where 
colonics  were  in  condition' to  make  the,  most  of  the  flow,  have  obtained  a  bumper 
crop.

CALIFORNIA  POINTS:  ,  . 

Southern  California.    The  weather  has  been  a  Little  warmer  and  generally 
clear  during  most  of  the  past  two  weeks,  followed  by  ■•cooler  weather  with  some 
fogginess  along  the  coast.    Plants  in  the  sage  and  wild  buckwheat  ranges  are 
-fast  drying  up  and  nectar  secretion  at  present  ife  confined  to  blue  curl ,' turkey 
mullein  and  a  few  unimportant  nectar- producing  plants,  with  late  rabbit  brush  in 
the  higher  elevations.    Enough  nectar  is  being  secured,  however,  to  continue 
late  broodrearing,  which  should  assure  better  colonies  for  wintering  than  for 
some  years  past.    Bees  are  going  into  winter . quarters  with  ample  hon'ey.  Little 
requeening  has  been  done,  due  to  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  beekeepers. 
Skunks  are  reported  more  serious.    The  honey  now  being  extracted  is  mostly  buck- 
wheat, with  some  sage.    The  output  has  been  extremely  variable,  ranging  from  240 
pounds  per  colony  down  to  negligible  quantities.    All  honey  appears  lighter  in 
color  than  last  year,  one  beekeeper  reporting-  that  his  late  buckwheat  extraction 
was  the  lightest  in  color  that  he  had- ever  seen  for  this  time  of  the  season.  The 
local  market  is  being  canvassed  with  unusual  vigor  because  of  the  sluggish  demand 
from  Eastern  and  European  sources.    The  best  grades  of  orange  and  sage  were 
largely  bought  up  earlier 'by  dealers  and  bottlers,  and  stocks  remaining  in  the 
producers'  hands  are  firmly  held.    Lower  grades,  however,  are  moving  slowly.

.  Central  California.    Temperatures,  during  the  week  ending  August  23  were 
decidedly  below  normal  and  the  cool  weather  was  unfavorable  for  the  gathering 
and  extracting  of  honey;  but  the  last  week  has  been  warmer.    Practically  no  rain- 
fall reported  in  the  low  lands  but  occasional  light  thunder  showers  in  the  high 
Sierras.    Bees  are  working  on  cotton,  beans  and  alfalfa,  and  in  some  sections 
are  making  a  living  from  blue  curl  and  late. buckwheat .    The  yields  vary  widely. 
One  report  indicates  a  30  per  cent  crop  from  all  sources  in  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley,  but  in  a  few  areas  bees  have  obtained- the  best  crop  in  10  years.  Rabbit 
brush  is  furnishing  a  surplus  in  some  mountain  sections.    Demand  for  all  grades 
of  honey  has  been  light,  except  that  some  alfalfa  is 'being  bought  for  export.

PLAINS  AREA: 

Red  River  Valley  of  Minnesota  and  North  Dakota-      Due  to  drying  winds 
the  main  flow  stopped  early  except  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  area.

Iowa .      The  anticipated  b-umper  crop  has  proven. to  be  a  short  crop, 
averaging  perhaps  kO^O  per  cent  of  normal  in  most  sections,  and  occasionally 
close  to  normal.    However,  a  fall  honey  flow  is  looked  for  because  of  the  fine 
condition  of  heartsease  and  second  bloom  clover.    The  c&lor  of  the  honey  this  year 
is  very  light,  and  it  is  exceptionally  heavy  in  body.

In 
spite  of  the  abundance  of  rain  broomweed  is  yielding  little  nectar. 

Northeast  Texas.    Asters  and  broomweed.  are  yielding,  and  a  fall  flow  from 
cotton  is  considered  possible,   though  no  surplus  is  looked  for.    In  the  R„d  River 
Valley  colony  averages'  are  reported  to  range  60-80  pounds  of  extracted  honey.

Iowa .    A  fairly  good  flow  is  coming  in  from  heartsease  and  sweet  clover 
in  some  areas,  and  the  flow  will  be  prolonged  by  recent  heavy  rains.  Extreme 
western  Iowa,  however,  reports  very  little  fall  flow,  though  bees  will  go  into 
winter  quarters  in. good  condition.    The  anticipated  good  crop  has  become  in  some 
sections  one  of  the  poorest  on  record,  though  other  beekeepers  report  a  fairly 
good  out-turn.

SUMMARY 


Hie  main  flow  is  over,  but  many  areas  where  rainfall  has  been  abundant  are 
still  obtaining  nectar,  from  late  asters,  goldenrod,  buckwheat  and  other  late  plants 
Some  exceptionally  good "late  yields  have  been  reported,  especially  from  Western  New 
York  and  parts  of  Indiana  and "Michigan  .    Late  rainfall  has  generally  brought ^on 
enough-  nectar  flow  to  stimulate  broodr earing,  and  most  colonies  apparently  will  go 
into  winter  quarters  fairly :w.ell  supplied  with  young  bees.    Due  partly  to  the  low 
price  of  honey  many  beekeepers  are  leaving  more  honey  on  the  hives  than  usual,  and 
winter  stores  will  generally  be  ample  for  a  normal  winter.    Demand  for  honey  in 
large  lots  has  been  light  and  only  occasional  cars  have  been  exported.    Local  sales 
have  in  many  areas  been  above  average,  however,  especially  in  the  West,  and  to  an 
increasing  extent  beekeepers  have  decided  to  increase  their  efforts  to  sell  their 
crops  locally.

Southern  California.    The  weather  during  the  past  two  weeks  has  been 
slightly  more  cloudy  than  previously,  with  showers  in  a  part  of ■  the  section.. 
The  usual  fogginess  near  the  Coast  has  been  reported,  with  about  normal 
temperatures.    The  honey  flow  is  practically  over,  though  in  a  few  locations 
bees  are  securing  some  nectar  from  blue  curl  and  heartsease,  and  goldenrod  is  re- 
ported in  bloom  along  the  lower  San  Luis  Rey  River.    Most  beekeepers  are  leaving 
colonies  heavy  with  stores  because  of  the  low  prices.    The  more  careful  bee- 
keepers have  been  doing  late  fall  requeening .    The  crop  this  year  has  been 
.spotted,  some  securing  an  excellent  yield  but  others  very  little.    Much  of  the 
crop  has  already  been  sold,-  SO  per  cent  reported  by  one  observer,  and  many  pro- 
ducers seem  inclined  to  hold  the  remainder  of  the  crop,  with  less  distress  sell- 
ing reported  than  early  in  tthe  season. 

Orange  honey  is  firmly  held,  especially  the  extra  white  and  water  white 
grades.    The  moderate  supplies  of  the  better  grades  of.  sage  honey  are  being 
aided  by  the  firm  position  of  orange  honey.    Supplies  of  buckwheat  and  sage  ol 
the  darker  grades  are  liberal  and  considerable  of  this  remains  to^be  extracted. 
A  little  more  inquiry  reported  from  eastern  buyers  and  the.  local  trade,  including 
exporters,  but  largely  at  low  prices.    Honey  sales  in  the  Imperial  Valley  have 
been  negligible  as  beekeepers  are  holding  for  higher  prices.

Cloudy  or  -°SSy 
weather  has  continued  to  prevail  night 3  and  early  mornings  along  the  Coast,  bu 
no  rain  has  fallen.    The  alfalfa  flow  is  over,  with  a  light  surplus,  due  to 
blight,  butterflies  and  army  worms.    There  is  an  abundance  of  spikeweed,  ^however , 
which  is  producing  heavily.    Jack  clover  is  not  very  plentiful  but  has  yielded 
fairly  well,  and  blue  curl  has  also  yielded  well.    The  color  of  the  late  flow  is 
lighter  and  the  quality  better  than  usual  because  of  this  mixture  of  blue  curl 
and  jack  clover  with  the  spikeweed.    Cotton  is  about  over,  after  yielding  fairly 
well  in  places,  and  the  lippia  flow  is  also  about  over.    Broodrearing  is  still 
active  where  colonies  are  supplied  with  stores.    Some  sections,  however ,  report 
that  bees  have  scanty  stores  and  that  broodrearing  has  almost  ceased.  Migratory 
beemen  have  been  numerous  this  year,  and  as  most  of  them  have  paid  their  rental 
in  the  form  of  honey,  some  of  which  is  resold  at  low  prices,  this  has  been  a 
demoralizing  factor  to  the  market.    The  San  Joaquin  Valley  is  estimated  to  nave 
produced  about  60  pounds  average  to  the  colony,  with  60  to  125  pounds  for  tlie 
apiaries  moved  to  the  west  side  hills  of  sage  and  wild  buckwheat.    This  is  said 
to  be  about  75  per  cent  better  than  last  season  for  the  Valley.    About  half  the 
crop  still  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  beekeepers  and  much  of  this  is  yet  to  be 
extracted.

STATE  HONEY  MARKETING  BOARD  DISSOLVED  -  NJW  SOUTH  WALES  -  AUSTRALIA 
From  F.  E.  McFadden,  American  Vice  Consul,  Sydney,  Australia 

August  26,  1932. 

The  pool  on  the  question  of  dissolution  of  the  Honey  Marketing  Board, 
which  was  taken  on  August  2U,  1932,  resulted  in  an  overwhelming  vote  in  favor  of 
the  dissolution  of  the  organization.    The  total  number  of  valid  votes  recorded 
was  67U,  and  of  these  527,  or  87  per  cent,,  were  in  favor  of  dissolution. 

The  board  was  constituted  under  the  "Marketing  of  Primary  Products  Act"  as 
the  result  of  a  ballot  among  beekeepers  on  February  11,  1929,  when  312  votes  were 
recorded  in  favor  of  compulsory  marketing  and  I3U  votes  were  in  the  negative. 
Later,  two  members  were  elected  by  the  producers  to  represent  them  on  the  board, 
and  two  officers  were  appointed  by  the  State  Government  as  representatives. 

From  the  outset  difficulties  were  experienced  in  initiating  and  conducting 
a  marketing  policy  and  changes  were  constantly  made.    It  was  stated  that  handling 
expenses  exceeded  25  per  cent,  of  the  total  receipts,  and  considerable  sums  were 
expended  in  a  blending  and  bottling  outfit. 

Although  a  modified  and  less  expensive  scheme  for  marketing  honey  was 
recently  issued  by  the  Honey  Marketing  Board  as  an  alternative  to  dissolution,  the 
beekeepers  have  definitely  decided  on  absolute  freedom  in  the  sale  of  their  pro- 
duct •

CALIFORNIA  POINTS: 

Southern  California.     Cloudy  weather  and  local  rains  have  been  followed  by 
clear  and  warmer  weather.    Bees  are  in  generally  good  condition  along  the  Coast, 
but  many  colonies  in  desert  and  foot  hill  locations  are  said  to  have  dwindled 
badly.    Host  commercial  beekeepers,  however,  have  left  more  stores  than  usual 
for  winter.     Honey  plants  are  normal,  except  that  a  large  portion  of  the  Ventura 
County  sage  area  is  reported  burned  over  by  forest  fires.  Skunks  are  said  to  be 
more  numerous  than  usual.     The  market  is  firmer,  with  beekeepers  now  inclined  to 
hold  whenever  possible.     Due  to  rather  heavy  buying  early  in  the  season  supplies 
of  orange  honey  are  light  and  prices  have  advanced  ^  to  3A^  VeT  lh.  Although 
buyers,  especially  small  buyers,  are  more  active  in  trying  to  purchase  White 
Orange  honey,  supplies  are  held  in  strong  hands.     Other  honeys  show  little  change 
in  price.     Supplies  of  Buckwheat-Sage  are  liberal,  and  of  White  Sage  moderate. 
Most  beekeepers  in  the  Imperial  Valley  are  also  said  to  be  holding  their  honey 
for  better  prices'.

Central  California.  Temperatures  have  been  normal,  with  abundant  sunshine 
in  the  interior  valleys,  but  somewhat  deficient  near  the  Coast,  where  foggy 
weather  has  generally  prevailed.     Blue  curl,  rosin  weed  and  spikewced  are  pro- 
ducing lightly,  especially  near  the  Coast,  and  along  rivers  bees  are  obtaining 
honey-dew  from  willows  and  oaks.     Eucalyptus  trees  have  budded  heavily  and  a  few 
are  beginning  to  bloom.     Jack  clover  has  bloomed  better  than  normal,  but  its  area 
is  restricted.     Colony  condition  is  irregular.    A  slightly  strong  undertone  is 
reported  to  the  market.     The  export  demand  has  been  largely  confined  to  alfalfa 
honey.     Light  to  Extra  Light  Amber  Alfalfa  reported  selling  at  3-3  l/S#  nor  lb, 
Sage,  White  4-4^  per  lb.,  Extra  White  5^,  Extra  Light  Amber  3=r-3  j/Uf*  per  lb.; 
Amber,  mixed  2jp  per  lb.  without  cases.     The  beeswax  mairket  is  dull  with  little 
:demand,  at  o-10^  per  lb. 

Nortnern  California.     Showers  have  fallen  in  several  occasions  in  the  extreme 
northern  section  of  the  state,  but  rain  is  urgently  needed  to  start  the  growth  of 
new  grasses  in  the  valleys.     Tar  weed  is  plentiful  and  yielding  winter  stores, 
but  Blue  Curl  did  not  furnish  much  nectar  this  year.     Light  Amber  Thistle  is 
nearly  cleaned  up,  but  White  Thistle  is  selling  more  slowly  with  little  demand. 
Most^  of  the  darker  grades  of  honey  reported  sold  for  export,  but  export  demand 
has  been  less  active  during  the  past  two  weeks  than  it  was  during  the  latter  part 
of  September.    White  Star  Thistle  is  selling  at  4-4  3/4^  per  lb.,  Light  Amber  to 
Extra  Light  Amber  3  l/g-ty  per  lb.    Alfalfa  honey  is  slightly  firmer,  with  Light 
to  Extra  Light  Amber  reported  at  3-3  l/g/,  one  sale  3^  nor  lb.     Lights  Amber 
mixed  reported  sold  at  3-3  l/g^  per  lb.,  with  a  few  local  sales  at  5<*  per  lb. 
Considerable  local  demand  reported  for  small  pails  extracted  Star  Thistle  at  7-g^ 
per  lb.     Little  demand  reported  for  beeswax,  with  one  small  lot  reported  sold 
at  12*  per  lb. 

PACIFIC  NORTHWEST: 

West  of  Cascades.     The  fall  has  been  hot  and  dry  except  that  rain  has  fallen 
in  the  northern  portion, and  the  dry  weather  is  considered  unfavorable  for  the 
honey  plants.     In  the  fireweed  sections  some  beekeepers  did  not  secure  enough 
honey  to  carry  the  colonies  over  winter,  and  the  flow  everywhere  was  very  light.

Summary 

Boos  are  now  being  prepared  for  winter  in  most  of  the  important  producing 
areas.     The  fall  flow  did  not  prove  to  be  as  large  in  most  sections  as  antici- 
pated earlier.    Because  of  the  low  price  of  honey,  however,  beekeepers  generally 
have  left  more  honey  with  the  bees  than  usual,  though  some  feeding  will  be 
necessary."    Rainfall  has  been  irregular,  but  rains  in  many  sections  during 
recent  weeks  have  placed  honey  plants  in  better  shape  for  next  year.  Colony 
strength  is  generally  satisfactory. 

Inquiry  for  honey  in  large  lots  has  improved  during  the  past  few  weeks  in 
many  sections,  and  local  sales  have  also  been  fairly  good.  However,  beekeepers  • 
often  find  it  necessary  to  exchange  honey  for  goods  or  services-  and  much  more 
bartering  is  being  practiced  this  year  than  for  many  years  past.     Orange  honey 
in  California  lias  advanced  in  price  |r  to  3/^  Per         since  the  last  report,  and 
beekeepers  in  other  sections  are  reported  to  feel  that  as. small  lots  become 
disposed  of,  leaving  the  market  to  commercial  honey  producers,  that  a 
strengthening  of  the  market  tone  can' be  expected.

Idaho.     Beekeepers  are  preparing  colonies  for  winter.     They  are  generally 
in  adequate  condition  though  some  are  said  to  have  little  brood  in  the  hives. 
Bees  are  ctill  doing  some  flying  on  warm  afternoons. 

Utah.     Colonies  are  reported  generally  full  of 'bees  and  well  supplied 
with  winter • stores.

CALIFORNIA  POINTS:-: 

Southern  California.     The  weather  during  the  past  two  weeks  has  been 
warm  and  clear.     In  sage  locations,  where  everything  is  dried  up,  bees  have 
suspended  broodrearing  and  most  colonies  are  in  good  shape,  with  plenty  of  stores. 
An  unusual  amount  of  off-bloom  orange  is  reported,  which  is  producing  enough 
nectar  to  cause  bees  in  orange  areas  to  start  broodrearing.     Those  in  reach  of 
eucalyptus  and  mustard  are  also  rearing  some  brood,  though  it  is  too  dry  for  the 
eucalyptus  to  yield  much  nectar  and  mustard  yields  only  when  temperatures ^ are 
high  enough.    Winds  are  drying  up  vegetation  to  an  unusual  extent.     Supplies  of 
orange  honey  in'  the  hands  of  beekeepers  are  very  light  and  are  firmly  held. 
Supplies  of  White  to  Water  White  Sage  now  appear  heavier  than  was  indicated  in 
our  last  report.    Buckwheat- Sage,  however,  is  in  limited  supply,  and  relatively 
lighter  than  supplies  of  the  better  grades  of  sage  honey.     Imperial  Valley  pro- 
ducers still  have  most  of  this  year's  crop  on  hand,  it  is  reported.     Even  with 
Light  Amber  Alfalfa  selling  at  3^  per  lb.  or  less,  however,  beekeepers  in  the 
Valley  are  said- to  be  unwilling  to  sell  their  bees  and  appear  to  be  in  better 
shape  than  other  agriculturists.     The  movement  of  honey  of  all  classes  has  been 
better  this  year  than  last  because  of  the  low  prices,  and  the  market  tone  is 
firm.     Sales  by  beekeepers  reported  as  follows,  in  ton  lots,  or  more,  per  lb.:

Beeswax  is  dull  and  unchanged,  selling  at 
mostly  S#  per  lb.  cash  and  10^  per  lb.  in  trade  delivered  at  Los  Angeles,  with 
some  dealers  paying  only  in  trade. 

.Central  California.     The  weather  has  been  fair  with  temperatures  some- 
what above  normal,  and  with  only  a  tra<ce  of  moisture.'    Rainfall  is  considerably 
below  average.     Winter  stores  are  irregular,  some  colonies  having  more  than 
enough,  especially  where  the  beekeepers  extracted  only  lightly,  but  occasional 
colonies  are-  light  in  stores.    Bees  are  working  on  eucalyptus,  and  pollen  is 
coming  in  from  other  sources.    Local  sales  are  improving,  with  local  stores 
buying  more  freely.     Supplies  of  honey  are  only  moderate.     Light  Amber  Alfalfa 
has  generally  sold  at  3^  per  lb.   in  ton  lots,  Amber  2-;,^  per  lb.;  Light  Amber 
Mixed  Flowers  2  5/g-2  3/4^  per  lb.;  Light  Amber  Buckwheat  has  brought  3^  per  lb. 
in  ton  lots,  6^  per  lb.  in  small  pails;  small  lots  of  White  Lippia  reported 
moved  at  4^  per  lb.

Northern  California.     Temperatures  here  have  also  been  above  normal, 
with  rainfall  below  average.

Considerable  inquiry  for  export  re- 
ported, with  producers  holding  firm.     Alfalfa  honey  is  in  better  demand  than 
Thistle.

PACIFIC  NORTHWEST: 

East  of  Cascades.  Bees  are  in  generally  good  condition.     Sales  reported 
of  Light  Amber  Alfalfa  and  Sweet  Clover  at  4-|~5$£  per  lb. 

West  of  Cascades.     Many  colonies  hv.ve  insufficient  food  because  of  the 
failure  of  the  late  honey  flow,  and  will  need  feeding  soon.     Fireweed  honey  is 
very  scarce,  especially  in  Oregon,  because  of  the  limited  summer  flow,  and  with 
only  a  little  Light  Anber  Fireweed  reported  from  Washington.     Sales  reported, 
Light  Amber  extracted  ton  lots  4-4^*  per  lb.,  few  higher,  60s  6^  per  lb.;  Extra 
Light  Amber,  large  lots  *y-l\<p  per  lb.,  some  small  pails  ftp  per  lb. 
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INTERMOUNTAIN  REGION:  -    *  ' 

A  larger  amount  of  "both  comb  and  extracted  is  being,  sold  locally  than 
usual,,  and  many  beekeepers  are  exchanging  honey  for  goods  and  services.  Most 
small  "beekeepers  ■  have  now  sold  out,  and  with  most  of  the  remainder  of  the  crop 
in  the  hands  of  commercial:  beekeepers  a  more  stabilized  cbndition  exists.  As 
the  local  demand  continues-  good  in  most  sections,  partly  due 'to  the  fact  that 
honey  is1  selling' lower  than  corn  syrups,  the  price  tendency  appears  to  b  e 
stronger.     At  the  same'  time,  inquiries  for  carlots  are  said  to  be  increasing.

Colorado.     A  little  snow  has  fallen  during  the  past  two  weeks,  but  it  is 
still  dry  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State,  harming  the  prospect  for  next  year. 
Less  snow  reported  in  the  mountains  than  usual  at  this  season.     Bees,  however, 
are  generally  in  good  condition.     In  spite  of  the  cool  weather,  a.  little  pollen 
was  secured  early  in  the  month. 

Wyoming.      'i'he'  weather  has  been  moderate  for  the  season,  allowing  bees 
to  fly  frequently.     Consequently, : they  have  been  using  up  stores  rapidly.  Bees 
are  now  packed  for  winter,  but  some  are  light'  in  stores.  • 

Montana.     Colonies  usually  went  into  winter  quarters  strong  in  bees. 
Recent  snowfall  has  been  helpful  in  protecting  nectar-bearing  plants.* 

Idaho.    Until  the  recent  cold  weather  bees  had  occasional  flights.  Most 
colonies  are  now  packed  for  winter  and  have  been  left  with  generous  stores,  even 
where  it  took  most  of  the  honey  produced  this  year.     In  Southeastern  Idaho,  the 
surplus  ranged  from  10  pounds  to  70  pounds  per  colony,  averaging  about  30-35 
pounds,  it  is  reported. 

Utah.    Bees  are  generally  packed  for  winter  and  are  in  good  condition. 
The  weather  has  been  sufficiently  mild  so  that  beeshave  been  able  to  fly  on  some 
days.     It  has  been  very  dry. 

ARIZONA: 

Although  the  southwestern  part  of  the  State  has  had  some  rain,  much  of 
the  State  has  been  dry.     Apiaries  vary  greatly  in  the  amount  of  stores,  and 
some  feeding  is  being  done.     The  low  price  of  honey  is  causing  most  commercial 
beekeepers  to  leave  plenty  of  honey  with  the  bees.     Few  sales  reported  of  Light 
Amber  Alfalfa  at  cp3.25  per  case  of  120  pounds. 

SOUTHWESTERN  STATES: 

Southcentral  and  Southwestern  Texas.    Broomweed  has'  furnished  more 
surplus  than  for  several  seasons  past,  sufficient  In  some  cases  to  warrant  ex- 
tracting, but  the  flow  is  now  about  over.     Bees  are  in  good  shape  for  the 
winter,  with  ample  supply  of  young  bees,  and  with  stores  mostly  heavy.     In  fact, 
bees  are  said  to  be  going  into  winter  in  the  best  condition  in*  years..  Many 
farmers,  however,  are  discouraged  and  are  paying  n§  attention  at  all  to  their 
colonies.     Price  cutting  continues  and  honey  is  also  having  to  compete  at  this 
time  with  freshly  made  cane  syrup  and  sorghum.     Extracted  reported  selling  in 
60s  from  3^  per  lb.,  cans  returned,  up  to  5-|^  per  lb.,  small  pails  4-6-g-^,  glass 
jars  12^  per  lb.  ;  chunk  honey  or  bulk  comb  5-g^  per  lb,  in  small  pails.  Bees- 
wax, 15^  per  lb. 

Northeast  Texas.     The  weather  has  continued  mild,  with  bees  still 
gathering  nectar.     Honey  is  selling  slowly  at  the  wide  price  range  of  5~9^  per 
lb.  in  small  pails. 

West  Texas.     Following  a  killing  frost,  bees  have  stopped  working. 
Many  beekeepers  are  reported  indifferent  about  the  condition  of  their  colonies, 
though  some  are  feeding  bees  short  of  etores  and  are  combining  weak  colonies. 

Arkansas.     The  condition  of  the  colonies  is  not  up  to  that  of  last  year.

"Here 'also  the  sale  of  new  molasses  at  2^-50^  per  gallon  is 
cutting  into  the  demand  f-or  honey.     Many  beekeepers  are  neglecting  their 
apiaries,  and  many  colonies  have  been  allowed  to.  die. 

Louisiana.     A  few  plants  were  blooming  at  the  middle  of  the  month,  in- 
cluding goldenrod, .  heartsease,  mist-f  lowers ,  and  asters,  from  which  the  bees 
were  still  gathering;  winter  ■  stores ,  but  frost  has  now  killed  most  of  them.  The 
last  extracting,  however,  has  not  yet  been  completed.     There  appears  to  be  a 
good  demand,  locally  for  honey  in  small  containers.  "  Sales  reported  of  Amber 
extracted  in  barrels  at  2^-0  per.  lb. 


SUMMARY 

At  the  turn  of  the  month  a' cold  wave,  with  much  snow,  spread  over  much  of. 
the  northern  part  of  the  country.    Until  that  time  the  weather  had  heen  mild  enough 
so  that  the  bees  could  fly  occasionally,  even  in  the  northern  States.    Most  bee-^ 
keepers  have  packed  their  outdoor-wintered  Dees,  and  some  bees  have  been  placed  in 
cellars.    As  a  rule  colonies  are  well  supplied  with  young  bees.     Winter  stores  were 
more  inadequate  than  anticipated  a  few  weeks  ago,  partly  because  the  warm  weather 
has  permitted  bees  to  fly,   thus  consuming  stores  which  were  intended  for  colder 
weather. 

Demand  for  honey  locally  continues  better  than  many  beekeepers  had  feared 
in  view  of  the  general  financial  condition  of  the  country.     Carlot  inquiry  has  in- 
creased, and  many  sections  report  'a  good  local  sale  in  small  containers.     In  some 
of  the  western  producing  sections  honey  is  retailing  at  a'  lower  price  than  corn 
syrup.     Exchanging  honey  for  groceries,  clothes,  minor  house  repairs.,  etc.,  is  re- 
ported in  many  areas.    Export  inquiry  is  fair,   especially  for  Light  Amber  Alfalfa. 
Some  beekeepers,  discouraged  at  prevailing  low  prices,  are  paying  little  attention 
to  their  bees,  but  most  commercial  beekeepers  feel  that  they  are  as  well  off  as 
other  agriculturists,  and  one  man  reports  being  unable  to  purchase  any  "bees  m  t^e 
Imperial  Valley.     Comb  honey  is  moving  slowly.

Bees  in  eucalyptus  areas  in  California  are  working  actively  on  these 
trees,  and  broodrearing  is  in  progress.     Some  pollen  is  being  brought  to  the  hives 
in  Utah,  which  is  exceptional  for  this  late'  in  the  season.     Some  bees  in  Northern 
Minnesota  were  buried  in  sno^  before  beekeepers  packed,  or  cellared  them.  Many, 
small  beekeepers  have  given  little  attention  to  placing  their  colonies  in  condition 
for  winter,  and- winter  losses  are  expected  to  increase  for  that  reason. 

With  the  coming  of  colder  weather. in  the  East  demand  for  honey  has  improved, 
and  local  sales  especially  have  been  fairly  good.    Local  consumption  of  honey  in 
the  Fountain  area  is  reported  the  heaviest  in  many  years.     The  exchange  of  honey 
for^heat,  corn,  hay,  coal,  nsat,  labor,  etc.,  is  widely  prevalent 'and  is  disposing 
of  a  great  deal  of  honey.

Number  of  Bee-Hives  in  Switzerland:  There  are  at  present  approximately  a 
quarter  of  a  million  swarms  of  bees  in  Switzerland.   (Total  Swiss  population 
1930  census:  4,077,000.  TotaJ  Swiss  area:  15,943  square  miles.)    The  following 
table  gives  the  result  of  the  last  seven  computations  by  the  Swiss  Federal 
Go vernment;

Average  Yearly  Production  of  Honey;  The  average  yearly  production  of  honey 
is  approximately  eight  to  nine  kilograms  per  swarm  of  bees,' the  total  amount 
produced  annually  thus  being  approximately  2,700,000  kilograms  with  a  value  of 
ten  million  francs,   (l  kilogram=2.

CALIFORNIA  POINTS:   


Southern  California.      The  weather  during  the  past  two  weeks  has  been 
cool  and  cloudy,  with  substantial  rains  at  the  close,  especially  near  the  Coast 
and  with  added  snow  in  the  mountains.  •>  This  rainfall  will  be  helpful  to  the 
sage  plants  which  had  remained  dormant  much  later  than  usual.     Due  to  previous 
warm  weather  bees  have  used  considerable  honey,  with  little  coming  in  except 
from  eucalyptus.     Some  colonies  have  been-moved  to  eucalyptus  groves  to  take 
advantage  of  this  flow.

'  SUMMARY 

The  early  portion  of  this  period  was  abnormally  warm,  permitting  bees  to 
fly  even  in  the  Mountain  states.     Later ,  however, ' temperatures  dropped  sharply  to 
new  low  records  in -many  sections,  and  snowfall  was  reported  over  ..a  large  part  of 
the  country  from  the  Rocky  Mountains  across  the  Northern  states  to  the  Apalachian 
Mountains,  with. quite  heavy  fall  in  parts  of  the  Upper  Lake  Region.     Very  little 
of  the  Northern  part  of  the  country  is  now  bare.    Rain  has.  fallen  heavily  ;in  the 
Southern  States,    Because  of  the  unusual  amount  of  late  flying  as  a  result  of  the 
mild  weather  late  in  November  and  early  in  December"  stores  have  been  consumed 
heavily  and  some  ".concern  is  felt  by- beekeepers  in  many  areas  regarding  the  food 
supplies  of  the  bees.     More  colonies  were  left  unpacked  this  year  than  usual. 
These  are  mostly  the  bees  of  small  beekeepers , ..however ,  and  most  commercial  bee-- 
men  have  given  their  colonies  proper  attention.1- 

Honey  has  continued  to  sell  locally  at  a  surprisingly  rapid  rate,  induced 
in  large  measure  by  the  low  prices  at. which  it  has  been  moving.    Beekeepers  in 
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many  sections,  especially  in  the  western  part  of  the  country,  nave  reported  that 
local  sales  are  much  greater  than  ever  before.    Carlot  sales  have  shown  some 
improvement  recently  also,  and  the  honey  crop  of  the  country  has  moved  out  to 
a  greater  extent  than  many  beekeepers  early  in  the  season  thought  would  be 
possible.    Many  beekeepers  continue  to  trade  honey  for  groceries,  wood,  coal, 
farm  produce,  and  labor,  and  in  so  doing  obtain  greater  returns  for  their  honey. 
The  market  on  the  West  Coast  has  strengthened,  especially  for  White  Orange  and 
white  Sage,  ana  many  beekeepers  appear  confident  that  the  market  will  improve  now 
that  most  of  the  small  beekeepers  are  sold  out.

Introduction.    The  honey  '-of  the  Danube-  Valley  has  long  been  well  and 
favorably  known  throughout  _  Central  Europe "and  at  the  present  time  the  production  of 
honey  and  beeswax  is  a 'profitable  side-line  of  many  Magyar  farmers. •  Hungarians  in 
general  "believe  that  the  honey  from  their  country  is  the  finest  in  the  world  and 
that  because  of  its  quality  it  can  compete  in  any  continental  market. 

Recently  there  lias  been  evident  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  Hungarian 
Government  to  encourage  the  giving  of  more  attention  by  the  farmers  of  the  nation  to 
apiculture.     In  an  endeavor  to  obtain  an  idea  of  the  relative  importance  of  this 
industry. in  the  various  nations  of  the  world  the  following  table,  prepared  by  the 
Hungarian/ Central  Statistical  Bureau,  is  submitted.

Methods  of  the  Industry.     Apiculture  is  carried  on  in  Hungary  principally 
by  small  farmers  having  from  1-0  to  50  beehives.     The  exact  proportion  of  these 
farmers  to  the  total  number: of  those  handling  bees  is  not  known.     It  is  estimated 
-that  approximately  20  per  cent  of  the  producers  are  farmers  holding  from  50  to  150 
beehives.     The  first  class  of  farmers  produces  honey  in  their  home  locality  without 
transporting  their  beehives  to  locations,  where  blooming  is  more  favorable.     On  the 
other  hand  those  possessing  from  50  to  150  "beehives  change  locations  with  their 
hives  according  to  the  period  at  which  the  flowers  bloom.     The  transportation  of  the 
bees  is  usually  made  by  railroad*     They,  are  carried  to  the  new  locality  at  the 
regular  tariff  rate  but  are  returned  free'  of  charge.

Classes  of  Honey.  ,    Honey  produced 'in  Hungary  may  be  divided  in  two  classes. 
The  greatest  in  quantity  is  that  extracted  from  the  sapacia  flowers  which  are  found 
throughout  the  nation.     It  is  the  honey  produced  from  these  flowers  that  may  truly 
be  designated  as  "Hungarian  honey".     It  is  characterized  "by  a  liquidity  of  form 
which  without  heating.it  will  retain  for  years.     For  this  reason  it  is  particularly 
adaptable  to  sale  in  bottles.    The  other  class  of  honey  is  gathered  from  all  kinds 
of  flowers.  •"  It  does  not',  however,  compare  in  quantity  or  quality  with  that  de- 
rived from  the  acacia.     It  is  commonly  referred  to  as  "mixed  honey" .
